New York, WEDNESDAY, 
SEPTEMBER 26, 1888. § 


l'HIs being the day appointed by the Constitution of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York for the meeting of 
the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and laity assembled 
for Divine Service at nine o’clock in the morning, at St. Augustine’s 
Chapel, in the city of New York, the place appointed by the Bishop 
for the purpose. | 


Morning Prayer and Litany were said by the Rev. Ralph W. 
Kenyon, Associate Rector of the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, New 
York; the Rev. Henry Lubeck, Rector of St. Timothy’s Church, 
New York; the Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., Rector of St. Paul’s 
Church, New York; and the Rev. Thomas Burgess, Head Mis- 
sioner of the Archdeaconry of Duchess. 


The service of the Holy Communion followed at ten o’clock, the 
preacher being the Rev. George R. Van De Water, D.D., Rector of 
St. Andrew’s Church, New York. The Holy Communion was 
celebrated by the Bishop, who was assisted in the service and in the 
administration by the Rey. H. L. Ziegenfuss, Archdeacon of 
Duchess; the Rev. F. B. Van Kleeck, Archdeacon of Westchester ; 
the Rev. W. R. Thomas, Archdeacon of Orange ; the Rev. Geo. D. 
Johnson, Archdeacon of Richmond; the Rev. Thomas R. Harris, 
D.D., Rector of St. Paul’s Church, New York ; and the Rev. A. C. 
Kimber, D.D., Minister in Charge of St. Augustine’s Chapel. 


The Bishop took the chair, and called the Convention to order. 
Under his direction, the Secretary, the Rev. Thos. R. Harris, D.D., 
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called the roll of the Clergy entitled to seats, when one hundred 
and forty-seven answered to their names, and took their seats.* 


The Secretary then called the names of the Lay Delegates 
whose certificates had been received, when delegates from ninety- 
one parishes appeared, and took their seats.* 


A constitutional quorum being present, the President declared 
the Convention organized for business. 


On motion the reading of the rules of Order was dispensed with, 
and the President announced the election of Secretary and ‘l'reasurer 
as next in order. 

On motion of the Rev. Edmund Guilbert, D.D., the ballot was 
dispensed with, and the Rev. Thos. R. Harris, D.D., was elected 
Secretary by a unanimous vote. 


On motion the ballot was dispensed with, and Mr. James Pott 
was elected Treasurer by a unanimous vote. 


On motion the order of business was suspended, and the Rev. 
Morgan Dix, D.D., offered the following resolutions, which were 
adopted unanimously. 


Resolved, That the Secretary be instructed to telegraph the Bishop of Florida 
the following message : 

The Diocese of New York, in convention assembled, desire to assure you 
and your brethren, the clergy and laity of the Diocese of Florida, of their affec- 
tionate sympathy in view of your present affliction. Command the, that they 
may serve you, 

Resolved, That it be recommended to the Churches in the Diocese of New 
York to take up a collection at an early day for the relief of the yellow fever 
sufferers in Florida.

The Rev. James Mulchahey, D.D., read the following Report.: 


Aeport 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE INCORPORATION AND ADMISSION OF 
CHURCHES. 


The Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches respect- 
fully report : 

That they have received, through the Secretary of the Convention, appli- 
cations for admission to the Convention from two Churches; and having 
examined the papers accompanying the same, find as follows: 

1. The Church of St. John the Evangelist, Barrytown, in the town of Red 
Hook, Duchess Co, 

The papers show that this Church was incorporated under the Act of the 
Legislature of the State of New York, entitled “ An Act for the Incorporation of 
Societies to Establish Free Churches,” by a proper certificate of incorporation 
dated September 16th, in the year of our Lord 1874, and duly recorded in the 
Office of the Clerk of Duchess County on the 29th day of September, 1874, in 
the Book of Church Certificates of Incorporation No. 2, page 5. In said certifi- 
cate the purpose of the organization was declared to be “ to establish a free 
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Church in the town of Red Hook, and County of Duchess, inthe State of New 
York, to be and forever remain in communion with and subject to the juris- 
diction, Constitution, Laws and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America.” In all other particulars the papers have been 
found to be regular as required by Canon 4, Sec. 1. And the Church appears 
to be entitled to admission. __ 

2. The Church of St. Edward the Martyr, in the City and County of New 
York, 

The papers show that this Church was incorporated under and in pursuance 
of the Act of the Legislature of the State of New York ‘‘ to provide for the 
Incorporation of Religious Societies,” and the acts to amend the same, and that 
the certificate of incorporation was duly recorded and filed in the Office of the 
Clerk of the City and County of New York, on the seventh day of August in 
the year of our Lord, 1885. Since the receipt of the papers sent through the 
Secretary, the Committee have been assured that the certificate of incorporation 
has been recorded also in the office of the Register of the City and County of 
New York, aad the application, being found in all other respects to be regular 
and as required by the Canon, the Church appears to be entitled to admission. 

Your Committee having been directed by vote of the last Convention, on 
resolution of the Rev. Dr. Shackelford, to consider and report on the pro- 
priety of enacting a Canon which shall forbid the admission of any parish into 
union with the Convention until it has provided a salary of at least $1,000, 
inclusive of a rectory for the support of its rector, report that having duly con- 
sidered the same, they see no objeciion to such a provision, and think it may 
be serviceable, at least as designating the minimum of salary for a rector’s 
settlement, in the judgment of the Convention. They suggest that it may be 
provided for by adding to the second paragraph of Sec. 1 of Canon IV., with suit- 
able change of punctuation, the words: ‘‘ And also that it has provided a salary 
of at least $1,000, inclusive of a rectory for the support of its rector.” But as 
no change can be made in the Canons without previous submission to the 
Committee on Canons, or toa committee of at least two presbyters and two lay- 
men, and as this committee consists of but one presbyter and two laymen, it is 
recommended that the proposed amendment be referred to the Committee on 
Canons. Notice of the Amendment to Canon IV., Sec. 1, paragraph second, as 
proposed, is hereby given, for such reference by the Convention. 

In accordance with the foregoing, the following resolutions are recommended 
for adoption : 

1. That the Church of St. John the Evangelist, Barrytown, in the town 
of Red Hook, Duchess County, be admitted as a parish into union with the 
Convention. 

2. That the Church of St. Edward the Martyr, in the City and County of 
New York, be admitted as a parish, into union with the Convention. 

3. That the proposed amendment to Canon IV., Sec. 1, paragraph 2, be 
referred to the Committee on Canons. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Resolved, That a special committee of three be appointed to consider and 
report to the next Convention— 
First, whether any additional instructions in the Appendix to the book of 
Canons relating to the Incorporation of Churches are called for : 
Second, whether any irregularities in recording the certificates of incorpora- 
tion on the part of parishes admitted to the Convention in recent years, partic- 
ularly in New York and Westchester counties, need to be corrected. 


On motion of Judge Calvin, the Resolution was divided, and the 
vote was taken on the two parts separately. Both were then 
adopted, and the President appointed as such committee Mr. Chas. 
H. Kitchel, Mr. John Jay and Mr. W. R. Bell. 


Mr. Chas. H. Kitchel presented the following proposed Amend- 
ment to Canon XXI. : 


No proposed alteration of or addition to the Canons shall hereafter be con- 
sidered by the Convention unless such proposed alteration of, or addition to 
the Canons, signed by the person proposing the same, shall have been delivered 
to or received by the Secretary of the Convention at least three weeks before 
the meeting of the Convention, and the Secretary shail have had the same 
printed, and sent to each of the clerical members of the Convention, by mail, 
enclosed in an envelope with the postage paid thereon, addressed to said mem- 
ber, at his usual place of residence, at least ten days before the meeting of the 
Convention, with a sufficient number of copies thereof to supply each of the 
lay delegates to the Convention from his parish ; nor (unless by unanimous 
consent) until such proposed alteration of, or addition to the Canons shall have 
been referred to, and reported upon, by a committee of at least two Presbyters 
and two Laymen, to be appointed by the President of the Convention. Nor 
shall such alteration or addition be adopted during the same Convention if 
two-thirds of the votes of both orders, taken separately, shall not concur 
therein ; but in such case the same (unless negatived by a majority of the 
members present) shall lie over for consideration until the next annual meeting 
of the Convention. 
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The proposed Amendment was referred to the Committee on 
Canons. 


~On motion of the Rev. Thos. L. Cole, the order of business was 
suspended, and it was | 


Resolved, That immediately after the Bishop’s Address to-morrow 
morning the Convention sit as the Board of Missions of the Diocese. 


On motion of the Rey. Geo. W. Ferguson, Mr. James Pott was 
authorized to receive contributions for the relief of the yellow fever 
sufferers in Florida. 


The Rey. Dr. Peters offered the following proposed Amendment 
to the Constitution : 


Resolved, That Article III. of the Constitution be amended by inserting 
after the words ‘‘duly incorporated” the following clause, ‘‘ and Clergymen 
engaged as Superintendents or Chaplains in any incorporated Cliaritable Insti- 
tution.”

The Rev. H. Y. Satterlee, D.D., from the Committee on Lay 
Helpers, presented the following report:

Report 
OF THE COMMITTEE ON LAY HELPERS. 


The Committee to whom was referred that part of the address of the Dioce- 
san relating to Lay Helpers, respectfully report herewith : The Bishop’s words 
were as follows: ‘‘ Our system of parochial organization and our almost uni- 
versally prevalent traditions have conspired to educate us in the belief that the 
functions of the laity in the life and work of ‘the Church are almost if not 
altogether passive or secular, ' 

_ «They are to enjoy its services, and to guard its pecuniary trusts, and then 
to leave its ministrations of whatever sort entirely in the hands of the clergy. 
Meantime, neither one nor the other of the great extremes of Christendom, nor 
the vast majority of those whose place is between them, make any such blunder 
as this. .Rome has her orders of Lay Brothers, and Methodism, though under 
_ slightly different nomenclature, has hers ; while the Church, so rich in capabil- 
ities of efficient lay ministries, with so large a body of educated laymen, ready, 
I am persuaded, to respond to our call, is chiefly conspicuous, in this connection, 
for the meagre use she makes of them. This Diocese should have an organ- 
ized body of Diocesan Lay Helpers directly related to the ordinary, duly set 
apart for their work, and clothed with such powers as will enable them to 
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supplement and enlarge the influence and work of the clergy in the many ways 
in which they are abundantly able to do so.”’ 

The need for such an organization as the Bishop described is based prima- 
rily upon two facts, viz.: First, the inability of the Church, with her present 
staff of clerical workers, tocope with her opportunities ; second, the importance 
of developing among laymen the sense of their responsibility. Regarding the 
first of these facts, Church work has become so multiform in character at the 
present time, and so unlimited in its capacities, that it exceeds the power of the 
clergy efficiently to meet its enormous demands. Whole masses of men and 
communities which might be brought under religious influences are virtually 
uncared for, and under the present conditions of parish life they cannot be 
cared for. According to the city directory, there are in New York 447 places 
of worship of all kinds. Allowing for these an average seating capacity of 600, 
which is most probably an overestimate, the total number of seats will be only 
268,200 fora million and a half of people. In other words in all the churches, 
meeting-houses and halls of all our religious bodies combined, there is not 
room for more than one-fifth of the population; and when we think what that 
means, the facts are appalling. The lowest classes in the city are practically 
unreached by any Christian denomination whatever, and their children are 
growing up in distressing immorality. 

Immigrants who arrive at our shores, not by thousands only but by hun- 
dreds of thousands, find as a rule no Christian hand to welcome them and no 
Christian tongue to advise them as they come to a new world and a foreign 
land. Workingmen too are becoming more and more alienated not only from 
all Church influences, but from Christianity itself, while believers have grown 
apathetic to these facts either from sheer despair of changing them, or from 
the inability of the ordinary mind to grasp their vastness. If the signs of the 
times mean anything, if the forces now at work are to go on working, and 
immigration is to continue at the present rate, then the community must inevi- 
tably grow worse instead of better. When we turn from the city to the coun- 
try, the standard of religious and even moral life among the farming and 
manufacturing classes is lamentably low. Many districts, owing either to 
their inaccessibility or to the inability of the people to support a minister, are 
deprived of all religious ministrations; and households by hundreds and thou- 
sands are unvisited by the clergy from one year’s end to another. Your Com- 
mittee have heard of a hamlet on the Hudson in which there is not a Bible to 
be found ; of villages where, because a minister cannot be supported, churches 
are closed and goint to decay, and of localities where virtue is practically 
unknown because through long years of spiritual neglect the people had 
become ignorant of the first principles of right and wrong. With such reli- 
gious and social conditions staring her in the face in town and country, the 
Church will be derelict in her duty and will fail in her mission unless she 
devises some prompt and effectual way of meeting the pressing needs of the 
present time by largely supplementing the efforts of her overtaxed clergy. In 
regard to the second of these facts, laymen of the Church as a rule manifest an 
indifference and a lack of the sevse of their responsibility, which prevents the 
Church of Christ from attaining the ideal set forth in the New Testament, espe- 
cially in the Epistles of St. Paul. Yet the reason for this indifference is self 
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evident. It is because there are at present so few channels of religious work 
through which lay effort can naturally flow, and because the Church herself 
offers so little encouragement to the laity to put their shoulders to the wheel. 
We believe that there are numbers of devout laymen of all classes, who, crying 
with St. Paul, ‘‘ Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” would gladly offer them- 
selves for the work of the Master if the way were only pointed cut ; the apathy 
of such is not so much the result of volition as of circumstance. 

If these are given any effective work, that will work of itself, not only create 
a growing appreciation of its value, but new pliases and spheres of activity 
will naturally be evolved therefrom ; for it goes without saying that in many 
instances laymen are able to reach men who are beyond the influence of the 
clergy. Experience shows that those parishes in which laymen have been 
largely utilized have been largely blest. The witness of these facts has been 
so unmistakabie and convincing, that it would seem to be the duty of the Church 
to recognize the value of lay effort in wider spheres. 

Indeed such a recognition has been already made in various Dioceses of 
England and America, and with the most beneficial results. In the Diocese of 
Long Island the Lay Helpers’ organization has been for some years doing effect- 
ive work, while in England, in the Dioceses of Lichfield, London, Rochester, 
and last, but not least, of Durham, similar organizations have not only evinced 
their right to live, but (to quote the words of the Bishop’s address) ‘‘ have 
already lifted the question out of the realm of mere conjecture,” and have per- 
manently enriched the Church’s influence in the community. One of the most 
impressive services held in connection with the recent Lambeth Conference 
took place in the Cathedral of Durham, in July last, when nearly sixty Bishops 
of the Anglican Communion from al! parts of the world were present to empha- 
size the occasion of the admission of a number of men as Diocesan lay readers, 
evangelists and lay missioners, and to solemnize the special service connected 
therewith. It isthe judgment of your Committee that if a similar Lay Helpers’ 
organization were founded and canonically recognized in the Diocese of New 
York, similar results might be expected. The Church has a vast, unutilized 
wealth, consisting of men who by education, business or professional training 
and Christian character, would be ableZto deal effectively with the religious 
aspect of those social and industrial questions which are now stirring society 
to its depths. 

An association of this kind would serve as a reservoir of lay effort from 
which the various parishes and Archdeaconries of the Diocese might draw 
skilled laborers in time of need, and from which mission workers might be 
sent to hold tentative or other services in unoccupied fields. The association 
should consist of three classes of members, viz.: 

I, Lay workers. 
II. Lay preachers. 

III. Lay missioners. 

Each member should furnish testimonials of character and capability from 
his Rector and others, and should be subjected to such tests of fitness as the 
Bishop may establish. 

, + No remuneration should be paid to any class of lay helpers save to lay mis- 
sioners in special cases. 
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‘4g To lay workers may be assigned the performance of such duties as, 
1. Visiting in the parish, hospitals, almshouses and prisons, 2. Teaching in Bible 
classes connected with mission rooms. 8. Caring for newly-arrived immigrants, 
especially;of our own church. 4. Opposing infidel and degrading tendencies 
in our literature. 5. Procuring addresses from distinguished men of other dio- 
ceses on questions of church doctrine or polity. (For the performance of these 
and similar duties no license is required. ) 

Lay preachers should be duly licensed by the Bishop to read the service in 
church, and to hold services in halls and school-rooms. Hach candidate should 
be under the direct control, first of his Rector for parochial work, and then of 
the Bishop or Archdeacon for diocesan or general purposes. 

Lay Missioners—To such of the lay preachers as have shown exceptional 
ability in that work, may be granted an extended license as lay missioners 
enabling them, 1. To help parishes in Mission work. 2. To hold. a Mission. 
of several days duration under the Rector or an Archdeacon. 3. To assist in the 
training of other lay workers. 

A license should be operative only in the diocese in which it is granted, 
should be issued for a limited period, and should be always revocable at the 
discretion of the Bishop. All the lay helpers might be set apart and admitted 
to their offices by a special service in some church under the direction of the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 7 

For those who desire to become lay preachers or missioners but have not 
had the experience or training which fits them for such work, some educational 
means or system may be devised. As the greatest difficulty to be encountered 
in an organization of this kind will arise from the inexperience rather than the 
inability of the workers, it would be wise to prescribe stated monthly meetings 
of its members under some experienced and discreet. leader for discussion of 
methods and results ; and also, to appoint at such intervals as may be deemed 
expedient, quiet days and retreats for the deepening of their spiritual life. 

In developing lay work after the manner herein suggested, it is the opinion 
of your Committee that there is no danger of any confusion arising between 
the sphere of activity that the laity will be called upon to fill, and that of the 
clergy themselves, for the two vocations are different in kind. ‘‘It cannot be 
too often or too distinctly stated,’ says an able writer of our own Church, 
‘‘that the work and operation of the Holy Ghost for the conversion of sinners 
is not confined to the sacred ministry, nor is it to be limited by any of the 
ordinary conditions which prevail for the training and building up of believers 
in the organic body of the Church. There is no necessary connection between 
a prophet and a priest. Nor is there any necessary antagonism between the 
two. The work and function of the one is diverse from that of the other. 
The virtue of the one is that it is individual and subjective; the virtue of the 
other is that it is corporate and objective.” 

Your Committee desire to add that in their judgment this Organization of 
Lay Helpers should be so constituted and regulated as not in any way to with- 
draw laymen from the work of their own parishes, or interfere therewith, nor 
to prevent laymen not members of the proposed organization from performing 
Mission or other Church work in accordance with existing canonical regula- 
tions, In conclusion, your Committee would recommend that a special com- 
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mittee be appointed by the Bishop to draft a Canon embodying these. sugges- 
tions as far as is practicable, and present it to the next Convention,

Mr. John H. Boynton then presented and read the following 
report : 


Report 
OF THE CITY MISSION SOCIETY. 


The Executive Committee of the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mis- 
sion Society present this, their fifty-seventh Annual Report. 

The year just past has been marked by steady growth and development of 
those departments of the work which had been put in operation in previous 
years, and by a very great advance in the preparation for a large extension of 
the work which is to follow the completion the buildings now in progress. 

The Committee regret the absence of their Superintendent of Mission Work, 
Archdeacon Mackay-Smith, to whose zeal most of the prepernuce for increase 
of the work is due. 

The need of this great city, especially south of Fourteenth Street, for places 
of worship where the poor can feel free to come was by him placed before the 
churches, and made the basis of an appeal for enlarged contributions. After 
mature consideration, this Society took upon itself the duty of supplying the 
services of one Church in the building known as St. Ambrose Church, at the 
corner of Thompson and Prince streets. In doing this, a mortgage of about 
$12,000 was assumed, and about $1,000 has been expended for necessary 
repairs. 

The Rev. J. M. Thompson has been called to the charge of the Mission, 
and on the first Sunday in September he entered upon his work. This Mission 
is located in a neighborhood needing the work of a missionary as much as any 
heathen Jand ; utter disregard of the sanctity of the Sabbath prevails, and the 
leaven of faithful Christian teaching is needed. } 

To carry on this Mission at least $3,500 will be needed annually besides the 
contributions already promised. 

Here also will be wanted teachers for the Sunday-School; 700 or 800 chil- 
dren can easily be gathered from the neighborhood. 

This Mission and that of St. Barnabas offer the Gospel to the poor in a 
crowded neighborhood, without money and without price ; and it is hoped the 
wealthy churches wil] not forget to help by large and generous contiibutions 
for their maintenance. 


* 
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At St. Barnabas’ Chapel, some of the regular parishioners are infirm, or have 
sick, crippled or bedridden members of their families, and while able to earn 
enough to support themselves partly, are not able to do so wholly. To these 
persons a dinner is furnished daily, to be taken home, enough for so many as 
are in the family. These persons are supplied for two weeks, when the gen- 
eral agent renews, if they are found worthy, the order entitling them to the 
continuance of this relief for two weeks more. This is done that they may 
understand that the relief is only temporary, and to stimulate to exertions to 
become self-supporting. The work at St. Barnabas’ House now includes a shel- 
ter for homeless women and children, a créche, a dispensary, an employment 
society, and an industrial school. 

The house since the first of June has been under the care of Mrs. Amy F. 
Murray, a lady well qualified by experience in hospitals and asylums for the 
position. Previous to that date Miss E. Butler was matron, who left us to take 
charge of a summer home for respectable young girls at Suffern, N. Y. 

The dispensary is under the charge of the Rev. T. C. Williams, M.D., who 
finds plenty of work in his dual capacity of physician to the body as well as to 
the soul—having charge of the St. Barnabas’ Chapel and House, as chaplain. 

St. Barnabas’ Housey as a shelter for homeless women and children, is fre- 
quently full to its utmost capacity ; in fact, this is the rule rather than the 
exception. In the house there are forty-seven beds for women and twelve beds 
for children, besides the rooms containing four beds, set apart for members of 
the Girls’ Friendly Society recommended to our care from abroad, 

The majority of the women are of the class met by our missionaries in pub- 
lic institutions, and are often brought here after their discharge to be sheltered 
and protected. 

The children.we lodge are those who are waiting admission into a perma- 
nent home. As soon as such a home’ is provided, others are ready to fill the 
vacancy. The number of house children averages about twelve, and are so 
called to distinguish them from the day nursery children. 

Mothers, who are obliged to go out for work by the day, can leave their 
children at the day nursery. Teachers are provided to care for and instruct 
the children, having a regular school-house, while nurses care for those too 
small for school. The nursery is fitted with cribs and cradles for the quiet 
hours when the children sleep, and dolls and playthings for the noisy, wakeful 
ones. All the children have their meals, and enjoy regular play hours. 

Every mother applying for the admittance of her child is investigated to 
find out if she is really a working-woman, This has been found to be necessary, 
to prevent the use of this charity by persons who send their children that they 
may cheaply rid themselves of their care, Even then the child is not admitted 
unless, after a medical examination by the house physician, it is pronounced 
healthy and free from contagious disease. | 

-The money received for day nursery children, fiye cents per day, is a trifle, 
but its payment tends to encourage a feeling of self-respect, enabling the 
mother to earn a home for herself and children ; to be self-supporting and not 
dependent. The cost of this branch of the work is about $1,500 per annum. 

The care of so many children during the hot months of summer has ren- 
dered it necessary to provide for them some “ fresh air” recreation. 
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Through the thoughtful kindness of friends who have contributed espe- 
cially for this fund, about four hundred persons have enjoyed a day in the 
country, about forty children and six women sent with them have had an 
outing of two weeks at the sea-side. And besides these, through the kindness 
of the St. John’s Guild, several women with sick children were accommodated 
for two weeks at the Sea-side Nursery at Cedar Grove, on Staten Island, and 
quite a number availed themselves of a sail on the St. John’s Guild excursion 
boat. After all the children and women had been provided for, an invitation 
from the Rev. Dr. Newton, of the Anthon Memorial, addressed to Archdeacon 
Mackay Smith, and that had foliowed him across the Atlantic, was returned by 
him, generously offering to receive at the Sea-side Rest of All Souls’ Church for 
two weeks aay persons he de-ired to send. We regretted the invitation came 
too late. 

The employment society furnish poor women with work during the winter 
months, and while they cannot do all they would like to, the pie help. 
they give cannot be estimated. 

The industrial school, held every Saturday during the winter has been 
crowded, and the teaching of a very practical kind. Both of these, the 
Employment Society and the Industrial School, are conducted by ladies, mem-- 
bers of various parishes, who find here a wider field of User tas than can be 
found within the prescribed limits of a parish. 

A loan and grant fund has been established called the ‘‘ Woodruff Memorial 
for the Poor and Needy.”’ The whole sum contributed amounts to $281.82, 
and is deposited in the Seamen’s Savings Bank. It is proposed, when the prin- 
cipal reaches the sum of $500, to use half the income in grants to the poor, and 
to add the other half to the principal. It is hoped that this sum may become 
large enough so that all the income can be used, half in making loans to poor 
persons, who, for causes beyond their control, are unable to earn their usual 
wages; those who would not receive alms, but would be glad to borrow for a. 
time from a provident fund of this kind ; and half in grants of rents, fuel, 
groceries and clothing. What better use could be made of money by the 
charitable than to increase this: fund, and make it a large one, at least. 
$10,000 ? 

Assistance is often asked for help in the burial of the dead. Not only those - 
connected with St. Ambrose’s and St. Barnabas’ need such help, but members of 
our communion dying in the almshouse and in other public institutions dread. 
lying in Potter’s Field, and feel comforted by the assurance that they shall 
have Christian burial. 

During the past year we have paid for opening thirty-four graves in St.. 
Michaei’s Cemetery for persons buried from public institutions, and assisted in 
the burial of twelve persons living in the poor tenement houses of the city, 
There is no money especially contributed to be used in this way, but the Com- 
mittee have deemed it expedient to set apart a small sum for this purpose. A 
permanent fund, that would produce an income of at least $500 per year to be. 
celled the ‘‘ Burial Fund” would be very desirable to create and maintain. 

The Mary Rosalie Ruggles Fund to provide fruit, flowers, and other comforts 
for the sick ministered to by our assistants at St. Barnabas’ House, has been. 
faithfully used by the chaplain and ladies in charge. It has supplied ice, 
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beef tea, fruit and flowers. This permanent fund has grown to the sum of 
$2,396.82 by the additions of half the income to the principal. 

The Clergy House, 38 Bleecker Street, is the home ofthe unmarried clergy 
connected with the Mission. They are frequently called upon to administer 
the rites of baptism and burial, the ceremony of marriage, and to visit the sick 
and dying. 

The offices of the Svuciety are in this building ; here the record of all 
the work is kept, and from here are issued the leaflets containing a brief 
mission service adapted for every Sunday, with selections from the Psalter, 
appropriate collects, responses and hymns. As far as possible they are used at 
every service held by our mis-ionaries. Nearly 2,000 copies are distributed 
every week, and all to whom they are given are invited to keep them. 

The St. Barnabas Free Library, in the basement, is open every evening 
from seven o’clock until ten v’clock. The attendance is as manyas can com- 
fortably be seated, and a more orderly and quiet set of readers can hardly be found 
elsewhere. An endown:ent for this library of $5,000—half the income to be 
expended for books and the other half applied for ranning expenses, would 
place this branch of our work on a firm foundation. ‘The libraries of Charity 
Hospital, the Penitentiary and Workhouse are made up of books contributed 
from all parts of the city and country. The Mission Sunday-School at St 
Barnabas’ raised the past year the sum of $63.96, and donated it to procure 
additional books for the library at the penitentiary on Blackwell’s Island. 

The work of the Society, by the visits and ministrations of our corps of self- 
sacrificing missionaries at all the public institutions on Hart’s, Randall’s, Ward’s, 
and Blackwell’s Islands, as well as at those in the City and County of NewYork, 
whether hospitals, asylums, or prisous, has been regularly maintained. 

This city mission work lacks that attractive element of romance that the 
general public feel in foreign and far off domest'c missionary effort, The self- 
sacrifice demanded of these wissionaries, who spend their lives in going, day by 
day, to the bedside of the sick, and to the cell of the prisoner, is sometimes 
fully equal to that of the missionary who visits heathen lands. 

The want of appreciation is sometimes more discouraging here than there. 

To overstate or underrate the field or the results of their labor is unjust to 
them, for, we murt acknowledge that the value of their influence is hardly 
possible to be overestimated. These missionaries are, as has been suggested, 
a spiritual link between the most refined and the most degraded. The money 
subscribed for maintaining this work adds to the security of every citizen more 
than the same amount would if expended in any other way. This expresses a 
feeling of sympathy for the outcast and criminal that rarely fails to be reflected 
by the most depraved, while other methods excite anger and revenge. 

In addition to the work already enumerated,-services have been held at 
several homes and lodgings, such as the Colored Home, Hopper Home, Wel- 
come Lodging House, Women’s Home, in Rivington Street, Home of Rest for 
Convalescents and Infant Asylum. Sixteen services have been held every Sun- 
day during the year, and daily visi’ ations with occasional weekly services at the 
various prisons and hospitals occupy fully the time of the missionaries. 

During the last half of the year, plans for a chapel were prepared at the 
suggestion of a gentleman who desired to provide a chapel where the poor 
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inmates of the almshouse could have all the services of our Church, and an 
assembly room that would afford a greater degree of comfort in the winter 
months than was possible at present. 

The precarious health of this gentleman led him to abandon the scheme. 
Another man stepped forward ready to carry out the plan, and, Mr. George 
Bliss is now building a beautiful chapel with a large assembly room, replete 
with all that is needed for our work and the worship of Almighty God. It is 
Gothic in style, having stained-glass windows, tiled floors, and lofty ceilings ; a 
bell will announce the hours for service, and an eiaborate organ, from the fac- 
tory of one of the best builders in the city, will lead the chants and praises. 
The cost of this charity will amount io at least $60,000, The building is 
expected to be completed and presented to this Society at Christmas-tide. 

To keep up the daily, morning and evening prayer in the Almshouse Chapel, 
will require additional funds. Its jiberal endowment we feel sure has only to 
be suggested to induce some oue rich in this worid to lay a good foundation 
against the time to come, by giving and distributing the worid’s goods intrusted 
to him or her. The chapel is called ‘*‘ The Chapel of the Good Shepherd.” May 
its doors be an entrance into the true fold, and a gateway to eternal life. 

During the same half year plans have been prepared, and ground broken 
at Bellevue Hospital, on First Avenue, between 26th and 27th Streets, for a 
building to contain on the lower floor a room for our Missionary and a storeroom 
for delicacies forthe sick ; on the floor above a large reading-room and recre- 
ation-room for convalescents ; and on the upper floor, a lecture-room, where 
our missionary can have his daily and weekly services. 

This building is a free-will offering of a member of our church, Mrs. J. R. 
Townsend, and will cost at least $22,060. The sites for both, the chapel on 
Blackwell’s Island and this building at Bellevue, were set off for our use by the 
‘* Board of Commissioners of Charities and Corrections,” and it is fitting that 
we record our acknowledgments for mauy courtesies and for the promptness 
with which they have harmonized their action with the necessities of our work. 

Before concluding, our thanks are due, and are hereby tendered to the vari- 
ous clergy who have at great personal sacrifice preached at several of the 
Stations, and in this way have become personally acquainted with our work in 
public institutions. 

In addition to the work already detailed, our report would not be complete 
without a reference to the French and Spanish Missions, . 

By resolution, a visitor to the French population is employed by this Soci- 
ety, working for us but under the direction and supervision of the Rector of the 
Church Du St, Esprit, that church being responsible to us for half the 
expense, and in the same way, a Spani-h lay reader, now a student in the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary, is employed by us to conduct the services for the 
Church ‘‘ Santiago,” one-half of whose salary is paid tous by them. Our work 
amongst the Chinese is for the present suspended, owing to the resignation 
of Mr. Shou-Shin, the Chinese Bible reader. 


NECROLOGY. 


Death has invaded our board and taken ‘our Second Clerical Vice-President, 
the Rev. W. F. Morgan, D.D. On the 19th of May of the present year (1888), 
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after a brief illness of only a fortnight’s duration, he died. Age and infirmity 
had led him to give up the active duties of his cffice, but his heart was with 
the work. On the 13th of January last, a few days over four months before he 
died, he wrote as follows: “It will give me great satisfaction to promote in 
any way the interests, and especially the pecuniary support, of the City Mission 
Society. Its objects are of the utmost importance, and I very sincerely 
regret that several causes prevent that hearty and efficient co-operation 
which I would gladly extend to it—chiefly, my imperfect health. He further: 
Says, a great and augmenting’ necessity like that represented by the City Mis- 
sion Society should not be exposed to uncertainties of any sort, whether of 
advocacy or weather. Dr. Morgan was a member in 1862 of the Protestant 
Episcopal Mission to Public Institutions, and when that mission was absorbed 
by this Society, he became a member of the Executive Committee. In 1866 he 
was elected a Vice-President, and until his decease continued to hold that 
office—a period of twenty-two years. 

We need not speak of his large-hearted help and encouragement, his courtly 
manners and gentle grace. His memory will long be cherished, and his exam- 
ple exercise an influence to faithful adherence to the Gospel, and loyalty to the 
Church.

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The Rev. W. J. Seabury, D.D., presented and read the following 
report: 


Report 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PAROCHIAL FUND. 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Diocese of New York 
respectfully report: 


That during the year just completed they have pursued, in the discharge of 
the duty committed to them, the same course as was reported at the last 
session of the Convention. ‘ They have been enabled, by the income of invested 
funds in their care, to aid in the support of several worthy clergymen, whose 
parishes could not furnish them with living salaries. Seven of these cases 
have been met with appropriations of two or three hundred dollars each. In 
some of these cases the salary received from the parish has been less than 
$300, and in none of them over $500 per annum. 

All of these clergymen are doing good work, and the insufficiency of their 
salaries is due only to the poverty of the fields in which they have been 
appointed to labor. Surely, the fact that such cases exist furnishes the best 
evidence of the need of a fund like the Parochial Fund. And the fact that 
these which are here referred to are but examples of a class, would seem to 
furnish the strongest argument which could be offered for the increase of the 
fund. 

The Trustees have no desire to turn their duty of reporting to the Conven- 
tion into an annual appeal for the charity of their brethren; but it is a part of 
their duty to report not only what they have done, but also what they have re- 
ceived; and they regret to be obliged to report that in the way of contributions 
they have been remembered by no other parishes than the two mentioned in 
the last report. 

The Trustees beg to renew their record of the fact that they are not only 
incorporated under the laws of the State to carry out the benevolent design of 
their foundation, but also act under the appointment and institution of the 
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Convention of the Diocese in the discharge of that duty of protection and 
encouragement to the weaker parishes, which, as members of the common 
body they are entitled to receive from the stronger. Attention is also again 
called to the function of this board, which enables it to hold land and funds in 
trust for the building and maintenince of parsonage houses and for the endow- 
ment of parishes, and the request is earnestly repeated that those who are 
interested in the welfare of parishes, and who are desirous to help them in the 
effort of supporting themselves, will remember that this cannot be more pru- 
dently and effectually done than through the agency, which it is alike the duty 
and the pleasure of the trustees to afford. 

The trustees respectfully refer to the report of their treasurer, hereto 
annexed, for a statement of the investment of the funds which have been 
intrusted to them, and of the receipts and disbursements of the past year, 

The total amount distributed to beneficiaries in that period has been $1,900. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

The Rev. F. B. Van Kleeck presented and read the following 
report:

OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON AMENDMENTS TO CANON XVII. 


The Special Committee to whom the ameniments to Canon XVII., were 
referred by last. Convention, respectfully report that they have considered the 
amendment proposed by Mr. John A. Beall, the second of the two proposed 
by the Archdeaconry of Westchester, and the first of the two proposed by the 
Archdeaconry of Duchess, and that they deem it inexpedient to adopt them. 

Your Committee would report favorably upon the two other amendments 
proposed respectively by the Archdeaconries of Duchess and Westchester, 
provided that a few verbal alterations are niade in them, and would recommend 
accordingly the adoption of the following amendments : 

I. In Section 2 (Sub-section II.) of Canon XVII., strike out the words 
““ With Lay Delegates of the several parishes to the Diocesan Convention,’ and 
insert instead thereof the words ‘‘ With three Lay Delegates from each parish 
elected in the same manner as the Delegates to the Diocesan Convention ;” so 
that the whole sentence shall read as follows: ‘‘ The members of each Arch- 
deaconry shall be the Clergy canonically resident within its limits, with three 
Lay Delegates from each parish elected in the same manner as Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention.” : 

II. In Section 2 (Sub-section III.) of the same Canon, insert after the word 
*« meeting,” the words ‘‘ and shall continue in office until his successor be ap- 
pointed.” In the following sentence strike out the words ‘‘ whose duty it shall be,” 
and insert instead thereof the words “ii shall be his duty ;” so that the whole 
sentence shall read, ‘‘ The executive officer or Archdeacon of each Archdeaconry 
shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Archdeaconry at 
a regular meeting, and shall continue in office until his successor be appointed. 
It shall be his duty to superintend all Missionary Work,” ete. 

In Section 2 (Sub-section II.) your Committee would recommend the follow- 
ing amendment ; after the words ‘‘ within its own limits” to insert the words 
“and to apportion among the several Parishes the amount necessary to be raised 
Sor the same.” 

The resolution of the Rev. Dr. Shackelford, printed on page 82 of the 
Journal of the last Convention, has been duly considered. Your Committee do 
not feel that it is best to make this provision in the Canon. They would, how- 
ever, beg leave to suggest that it might well be made the rule of the respec- 
tive Archdeaconries by insertion in their By-laws. All which is respectfully

This sum may be increased during the present session of the Convention. 
It has been expended entirely in aid of students in theology, pursuing their 
studies in incorporated institutions in the Diocese of New York, and has been 
a welcome addition to the funds of the Society, which have become insufficient 
for the purpose. It has been expended carefully and economically, and always 
with a due regard to the comparative condition and circumsta ces of the stu- 
dents who make application for aid-while pursuing their studies. No student 
is supported entirely by the funds of the Society, but his private resources are 
supplemented by such aid as the Society is able to give him toward meeting 
his necessary expenses. The Superintendent deems it unnecessary, however, to 
repeat what he has said in former reports to the Convention. It may be enough 
to say that between thirty and forty students belonging to the Diocese of New 
York have been aided by the Society during the past year. Many of them, can. 
didates for Holy Orders, who have been subjected to the scrutiny of the Standing 
Committee, and the remainder have been sufficiently accredited as to character 
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by the testimonials which they have presented. The Superintendent reports with 
great regret the smallest contributions ever made by the Parishes of the Diocese: 
to an object worthy of all encouragement, and wh:ch has been made matter of 
express canonical provision. ee

* The Rev. Dr. Seabury presented and read the following report : 


The Committee to which it was referred by this Convention in 1886, to con- 
sider and report whether any change be needed in the Canon entitled, ‘‘ Of the 
trial of a Clergyman not being a Bishop” (now numbered XIX.), in order to 
make it better fitted either to give due effect to the right of prescribing the 
mode of trial of Presbyters and Deacons guaranteed to the Diocese by Art. 6. 
of the Constitution of General Convention, or to secure the administration of 
discipline with due regard to the purity of the Church and the maintenance 
of the just rights of the Clergy, and, if they thought proper, to propose a new 
Canon as a substitute for that now in force, respectfully report that they have 
had the questions committed to them under advisement, and have reached the 
conclusion that it is desirable that some further legislation shoild be had 
on the subject of clerical discipline than is provided by the present’ Canon ;. 
but they are divided in opinion as to whether that legislation should proceed 
from the Diocesan Convention or from the General Convention. 

Under these circumstances the Committee have decided to report to this 
Convention, without committing themselves to all its details, a proposed Canon 
for adoption as a substitute for the present Canon XIX. in the event of that 
body being disposed to legislate for itself on the subject of clerical discipline» 
leaving the Convention to decide whether it will pursue this course, or will 
await the action of General Convention upon measures now pending before it 
in relation to the same subject. 

The committee suggests that the proposed Canon be printed and distributed 
among the members of the Convention, in order that they may be prepared to- 
act upon it in the session of this body to be held in the year 1889.

OF THE SECRETARY OF THE CONVENTION. 


The Secretary of the Convention respectfully reports as follows : 

He has carried out the order of the last Convention as to the publication 
and distribution of the Journal of its proceedings, the Annual Address of the 
Bishop, and the Sermon before the Convention. He has added also as an appen- 
dix to the Journal, a corrected copy of the Constitution and Canons of the Dio- 
cese, in compliance with the instructions given by the last Convention. 

During the year he has recorded from time to time in the Register provided 
for that purpose all certificates forwarded to him of the reception cf clergy- 
men into the Diocese, of their transfer to other Dioceses, and of their settle- 
ment in their cures. 

Applications for admission into union with the Convention have been 
received from the Church of St. Edward the Martyr, New York, and from the 
Church of St. John the Evangelist, Barrytown, and have been forwarded by 
the Secretary to the Chairman of the Committee on the Incorporation and Ad- 
mission of Churches in accordance with the provisions of the Canons. 

The journals of the Conventions of other Dioceses received by the Secretary 
have been placed on file in the office of the Secretary in the Diocesan House, 
29 Lafayette Place, so that they may be consulted more readily by those desir- 
ing to do so. 

Forma] notification of certain proposed changes in the Prayer Book has been 
received from the Secretary of the House of Deputies.

Report 
OF ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE. 


The undersigned, the Warden of St. Stephen’s College, begs to report to the 
Convention of the Diocese of New York that the College has progressed in its 
usual prosperous way during the past year. It has just opened with seventy 
students in attendance, all of whom are communicants, and sixty and more of 
whom are studying with the purpose of devoting themselves to the sacred 
ministry. . 

During the past two years about fifty young men had to be declined for the 
want of room and for the want of scholarship. In all parts of the country, 
where young men are turning their attention to the ministry, they are directed 
to Annandale as the institution where they can pursue their studies to ad- 
vantage, for the specific purpose which they have in view, and under those sacred 
influences which will best prepare them for this work. It seems a pity that 
provision cannot be made for them, in giving them proper accommodations, 
and also in furnishing them with aid by means of scholarships. The College is 
now making an appeal for help. One generous person has given sufficient to 
endow a professorship, and also made a liberal contribution toward a library 
building. The Alumni have also subscribed according to their ability toward 
the endowment of a professorship. If others in like manner will come forward, 
the College may be placed on a foundation which will enable it to receive all 
who may wish to enter, and will make it an institution where the education 
which is demanded for young men preparing for holy orders may be con- 
ducted in the best and most thorough manner, and an institution will grow up 
which will be an honor to the Church and the Diocese.

OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO CONFER WITH 
COMMITTEES OF OTHER DIOCESES ABOUT THE 
REVISION OF STATE LAWS. 


Your Committee appointed by the Convention of 1885, to confer with like 
Committees from the several dioceses upon the subject of needed legislation 
regarding the incorporation of Religious Societies as applicable to the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, beg leave to report, that at the last Convention they 
submitted a report of their action, to which was appended a copy of the pro- 
posed amendments of. the present law as agreed upon by the conference of said 
joint Committees, which will be found on pages 48 to 58 of the Journal of last 
year. On the motion of one of the members of the Committee, who supposed 
he had discovered a material defect in the proposed law needing correction, the 
Committee was continued with instructions to submit the matter again to such 
joint committees for further consideration. We are not aware that such joint 
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committees have since been convened, nor has any action been taken by your 
committee. It was, however, ascertained that the Féderate Council had con- 
sidered the proposed acts, made some amendments thereto, and recommended 
the enactment of the laws so amended, and that the same were introduced into 
and passed by the last Legislature, but failed to become a law by reason of the 
non-approval cf the Governor. 

Your Committee is not aware that the acts so reconmended by the Federate 
Council have ever been considered and approved by the several Dioceses or 
either of them. And while we are not prepared to question the authority of 
the Council, or the wisdom of its action, we are of the opinion that such action 
does not oust this Convention of jurisdiction over the matter, or absolve us 
from the duty we owe to the body whence we received our commission, but 
under the circumstances we deem it prudent to ask further instructions.

As the statistics relating to Baptisms, Confirmations, etc., appear for the most 
part in the several parochial reports, we content ourselves with giving some 
general account of the mission work of the Diocese. This work under the 
system of Archdeaconries has called forth increased interest, and has assumed 
a more aggressive character with the satisfactory result of larger accomplish- 
ments. 

Indications of this improvement may be recognized in the following facts : 
In the Archdeaconry of Duchess four new stations have been opened during 
the year, viz., at Moore’s Mills, Bangall, Little Rest, and Millerton, the last 
of which offers a most encouraging future. These stations are the result of, 
and are served from an Associate Mission with headquarters at Millbrook. This 
mission, in charge of Rev. Thos. Burgess assisted by Rev. E. C. Bennett and Mr. 
P. T. Freen,was inaugurated in April, and has now ten stations under its care, 
This is not the place to defend, advocate, or explain the system of Associate 
Missions. It is sufficient to say that in this instance an amount of work is being 
accomplished that could not be done in any other way by the same force of 
workers, not to mention the favorable conditions for opening up new work 
and other advantages. In the Archdeaconry of Orange, where, owing to the 
larger territory and more scattered nature of the work, an association could not 
be worked to the same advantage, it is purposed employing an itinerant mis- 
sionary during the ensuing year. In this Archdeaconry during the past year 
new stations have been opened at Tuxedo and New Paltz. 
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In the Archdeaconry of Westchester, too, new ground has been broken and 
new interest manifested. All through the Diocese a truer missionary spirit 
seems to obtain among those in charge, and in consequence new points call- 
ing for mission work present themselves on every side. 

Of course increased work brings with it the demand for increased means 
with which to do the work. Notthe least encouraging manifestation of the 
improved condition of the work that has appeared during the year has been the 
increased effort on the part of the missionary stations toward self support. 
‘Two parishes, St. Margaret’s, Staatsburgh, and Holy Innocents’, Highland Falls, 

‘relinquish all aid after the 1st of October ; other stations have increased the 
amount of their contributions, and the new places are showing a good spirit. 

Over against this must be placed with regret the sad and discouraging fact 
that the contributions from the parishes toward the missions of the Diocese 
have been far from what they should have been, and as appears by the Treas- 
urer’s report which has been read, there is a deficit of $1,761. In view of this, 
the Board of Managers would urge upon the parishes the need of larger contri- 
butions toward Diocesan missions. We urge this need with the more confidence 
since the money contributed and expended during the past year has been so 
abundantly blessed by the Lord of the Harvest, Thirteen thousand five 
hundred dollars will be needed during the coming year to carry on the work 
that has been already undertaken, and we trust that the great Diocese of New 
York will not let this fail, even though no new work may be provided for. 
While we offer this report with a sense of encouragement and of thankfulness 
to Almighty God, we would therefore, in offering it, beg to submit the follow- 
ing resolutions : 

Fesoived, That that the sum of $13,500 be appropriated for Missionary work, to be appor-

The Board of Missions then adjourned, and the Convention 
resumed its session. 


The Right Reverend, the Bishop of the Diocese, then delivered 
his Fifth Aunual Address.* 


At the close of the Address the Rev. Dr. Van Rensselaer offered 
the following Resolution, which was adopted:

The Convention then proceeded to the election of the Standing 
Committee and of the Deputies and Provisional Deputies to General 
Convention. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Swope, the Convention adjourned at 
this time for one hour for lunch. 


On reassembling, the Convention proceeded with the hearing of 
reports, and the Rev. Clarence Buel on behalf of the Committee pre- 
sented and read the following : 


REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE ALBANY CLAIM. 


At the Convention of 1887, the Committee as previously appointed was con- 
tinued, and the vacancies existing therein were filled. 


As thus constituted, the Committee consisted of Rev. Wm. F. Morgan,D. D., 
Rey. Octavius Applegate, D.D., Rev. Cornelius R. Duffie, D.D., Rev. Clarence; 
Buel, Mr. George Macculloch Miller, Calvin Frost, Esq., Mr. Irving Grinnell 
and Mr. Harvey Spencer. 


In pur-uance cf res lutions adopted at the same Convention (See Conv, 
Journal of 1887, pages 80 and 81), the Committee appointed two special agents 
to present the subject in person to such parishes as had not responded, and also 
to individuals. One of those so appointed found that he could not act, but the 
other (Rey. Charles Martin Niles) accepted the appointment, and has been 
engaged in an active discharge of the duties which it involved. 


The committee also issued, and sent to each of the parishes which had not 
responded a circular setting forth the condition of the claim and the pro rata 
contribution asked from each such parish, as follows : 
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New York, April 10, 1888. 


To THE RECTOR, WARDENS, AND VESTRY 


The undersigned, Committee on the ‘‘ Albany Claim,” appointed by the Con- 
vention of 1884, and since continued, beg leave to call your attention to the 
condition in which the matter now stands as follows : 


trst.—In the year 1884, through the mediation of a joint committee from 
the two dioceses, the sum of $28,950, with interest as arranged, was 
fixed as that which the Diocese of Albany would accept in lieu of all 
claim on the Diocese of New York. 


A committee was thereupon appointed, as above stated, to try and raise from 
parishes in the Diocese of New York the amount necessary to meet the claim of 
Albany as so adjusted. 


(See Convention Journal of New York, A.D. 1884, pages 78, 79, 80 and 96.) 


Second.—The Committee having made an apportionment of the sum to be 
raised among all of the parishes in the Diocese, on the basis of their con- 
tribution to the Diocesan Fund, were enabled to report in 1886 that the 
same had been accepted to such an extent as to amount, with payments 
made, to the sum of $15,856.65, leaving a balance to be provided for, 
not taking interest into account, of $18,593.35, 


Since then, however, owing to various causes, little progress has been made, 
and the amount of money in hand and pledges received stands now substantially 
as in September, 1886. 


Third.—By the terms of the compromise, however, the whole amount called 
for must be paid before September 1, 1889, or else it will be of no avail. 
Moreover, the greater part of what has been already pledged is made 
expressly contingent upon obtaining the whole amount before the date 
last mentioned. 


Fourth.—At the Convention of 1887, vacancies in the Committee having been 
filled, it was continued, with authority to employ a special agent to pre- 
sent the Claim, and with instructions to take such further action as they 
should deem advisable in order to procure from parishes or individuals 
an amount sufficient to settle it. 


(See Convention Journal of 1887, pages 80 and 81.) 


Fifth.—In addition to the parishes which have already assumed the payment 
of their respective quotas, including the venerable Corporation of Trinity 
Church, New York, the Bishop of the Diocese has voluntarily pledged 
himself for the sum of five hundred dollars toward the settlement of the 
Claim. 

Certainly nothing could more strongly confirm his published utterance that 
he regards it as an honorable obligation resting upon the Diocese of New York. 
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Sixth.—The Committee have now appointed Rev. Fenwick M. Cookson and 
Mr. Charles Martin Niles as their agents to present the subject in per- 
son to such parishes as have not yet responded, and also to individuals. 


They earnestly invite your attention to the matter, and solicit from youa 
favorable response.

A LETTER FROM THE BISHOP OF NEW YORK. 


Diocesan Hovus#z, 29 LAFAYETTE PLACE, NEw YorRK, ) 
April 10, 1888. j 


My DEAR Mr. BUEL: 


When the movement which issued in the erection of the present Diocese 
of Albany was instituted, I was Rector of a parish in what afterward became 
that Diocese, and was neither friendly to it nor active in promoting it, When 
the division was consummated, I had even less part in it, but I always under- 
stood that what was then said created expectations on the part of the new Iio- 
cese for the fulfilment of which they had reasonable grounds, but which, in 
fact, have never been realized. I never, have thought that the Diocese of New - 
York had any legal obligation undischarged. 

But the question of its honorable obligations is quite another matter. 

As to this, however, any doubt which I have heretofore entertained no 
longer exists, and I am now constrained to say (asa matter of course, only of 
personal conviction) that the obligation of New York to Albany, though not a 
legal, isan honorable obligation. 

Others may regard it differently; but even where doubt exists, I think there 
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is a widely extended feeling in our Diocese that the benefit of it should be 
given to the sister Diocese of Albany. 

What has been done already has brought us well on the way toward a settle- 
ment satisfactory to Albany and honorable to ourselves. 

By a little resolute effort now, a long-existing and mutually-irritating busi- 
ness may be closed, and a great diocese may worthily illustrate the generous 
consideration which, I think we will all agree, ought to characterize the deal- 
ings of a mother with her daughter. 

To this end I desire to subscribe the sum of five hundred dollars, and

Such circular and letter were also published in the Churchman. 

Besides this the Secretary of the Committee has corresponded with such 
parishes as desired information in regard to the claim, and has endeavored to aid 
the Special Agent in the prosecution cf his work. ‘The result of what had been | 
accomplished prior to the appointment of such Special Agent is hereto appended 
as Schedule * A.” 

It was felt, however, by the Committee that in no other way could the 
claim be presented so effectively as through the instrumentality of the Special 
Agent appointed for that purpose. 

For what has been accomplished through this means, reference is made to 
the statement of Rev. Mr. Niles, which is hereto appended, and is marked 
Schedule “ B.”’ 

Your Committee regret most deeply that no more satisfactory results have 
been secured, but they are fully convinced that this has not been due in any 
respect to want of earnestness and energy on the part of their Special Agent. 
On the contrary, his record of what has been done seems to afford sufficient 
evidence that it has been prosecuted most faithfully. 

Whether anything more can be done in the matter is for oe Convention to 
determine. 

But one year more remains in which, by the terms of the compromise, the 
Diocese of Albany can be held to itsagreement to accept the amount stipulated 
(to wit, $28.955 with interest from September 1, 1885, on any portion not 
paid by that date), in settlement of its claim. 

Moreover, the greater part of all. the sums now pledged are on the 
express condition that the whole amount should be raised. Consequently, 
if on or before September 1, 1889, the whole amount is not raised, the 
claim will be virtually repudiated. It is therefore for the Convention to 
say whether such a termination of this long-vexed controversy shall be per- 
mitted, and if not, how it shall be prevented. 

Your Committee feel that they have exhausted all the means placed within 
their power ; and while still ready to go onif so ordered, they are not encour- 
aged to believe that a satisfactory result can be reached on the 'ines already 
pursued. 

In concluding this report, your Committee cannot refrain from an expression 
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of the deep loss which has been sustained by them, as also by the whole Diocese, 
in the death of their late Chairman, the Reverend Wm. F. Morgan, D.D., for 
so many years the honored Rector of St. Thomas’ Church in this city. 

He was present with us in the last Convention, and as Chairman of our 
Committee he presented a report which contained a brief but touching notice 
of Hon. Erastus Brooks, a distinguished associate who had died during the 
preceding year. 

He was, at the time, suffering himself from great physical weakness, and it 
was an evidence of his deep interest in the subject intrusted to this Committee 
that he came here on that occasion, aud presented in person the report which 
he had prepared. 

Yet those who then saw him with all the wonted dignity of his courtly 
presence, and heard his rich clear voice, could hardly have indulged the fear 
that he would never again be seen as a member of that body in which he had 
so long taken a Gistinguished part. It does not fall within our, province to 
speak at length of the prominent place which he so long occupied in the min- 
istry of the Church, and as one of her trusted leaders. 

We may, however, be permitted to say that of all official duties, beyond 
those in his own parish, there were scarcely any which enlisted his earnest 
sympathy and wise counsels until the end of his life more than those which 
devolved upon him as the honored Chairman of this Committee. 

Let us indulge the hope that the peaceful and happy solution for which he 
so ardently longed may yet be brought about. For then, when even the faint- 
est shadow of discord between the Mother Diocese and her youngest daughter 
shall have passed away, and when the consummation for which he and others 
labored so earnestly has been accomplished, it may be said, in special reference 
to the result which they were not permitted to behold—‘‘ they rest from their 


labor and their works do follow them.”

Weport 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 


The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of New York report 
that the capital of the Fund in their hands is $185,147.91, having been increased 
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during the past year by contributions from various parishes amounting to 
$103.01, and by amount of bonds and cash received from the Treasurer of the 
Assistant Bishop’s Fund, amounting to $69,548.07. The capital is invested as 
follows : $104,500 in bonds and mortgages upon improved city property, $1,000 
in-a United States registered four per cent. bond ; $55,000 in N. Y. Central and 
Hudson River Railroad Bonds ; $11,000 in Chicago and Western Indiana Rail- 
road Bonds, and $13,647.91 is on deposit with the New York Life Insurance 
and Trust Company at two per cent.

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Weport 


OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
FOR SEAMEN. 


The Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for Seamen in the City 
and Port of New York, in presenting this forty-fourth Annual Report, appears 
for the second time before the Convention, and is very desirous that a more gen- 
eral interest in its operations be taken by the various Rectors in the Diocese, 
especially by those located in the Port of New York. 

We are pleased to be able to state that during the past year some of the 
Rectors not heretofore heard from have responded to the ‘‘ appeal” that has 
been put forth, and have given material aid ; but there is still wanting the gen- 
eral interest *‘ manifested by works ” that it was hoped would be shown to the ~ 
cause of ‘‘the sailor,” by whose_instrumentality and labors so much is added 
to the material wealth both of city and country. ‘‘ The sailor seems to need 
more care of God than other men, not only in view of the ‘raging of the sea’ 
and the numerous risks he runs, but also in view of his moral temptations in a 
life largely exempt from the restraining influences that belong to life in the 
family and home. But God largely administers His care to his children through 
the family, the State, and the Church ; and where the family is wanting, and 
the State is feebly felt, the Church ought to repair the deficiency by repre- 
senting God’s special care in the ministries of Christian love and thoughtful- 
ness.” 

During the summer just passed, many of our bishops and clergy, as well as 
lJaymen of our communion have crossed and re-crossed the ‘‘ brinv deep ” in 
safety and comfort, owing in a great measure, under Providence, to the watch- 
fulness and hardships in many instances, of the ‘* men of the sea ;” and it is 
hoped that some remembrances wil] fall into the Treasury of this Society, that 
may help the Board to reach the close of another year unincumbered by debt. 

Since the report of last year, the new church building for North River Sta- 
tion has been completed, and was consecrated as ‘‘Church of the Holy Com- 
forter for Sailors,” by the Bishop of the Diocese on the 18th of March last. 
«The church and parsonage adjoining were erected by the ‘legacy’ of the 
late Wm. H. Vanderbilt, and form a complete establishment of its kind, and all 
that is wanting to make the work permanent is a suitable endowment which 
would lift a serious burden from the shoulders of the ‘Board of Managers,’ 
and greatly aid.in the extension of the work that ought to be done in this great 
and rapidly growing city.” 

At the annual meeting of the Society at Easter, after full consideration by 
the members and fully expressed desires of the ecclesiastical authorities of 
‘‘New York” and ‘‘ Long Island” it was decided to separate the work, and the 
“Erie Basin Station ” in Brooklyn was accordingly committed to the ‘‘ Diocese 
of Long Island,” and the work of this Society confined to the ‘‘ Diocese of New 
York.” 

As this Society is now entirely a Diocesan Institution, it is hoped that all 
the parishes in the Diocese may be willing to lend a “ helping hand ” according 

o their several ability, that the work committed to us by the Church, ‘‘ giving 
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the Gospel to those whose business is upon the waters,” way be prosecuted 
with the zeal and energy that ought to be given to this great work. 

During the year the Board has been called upon to part with, by removal 
from this earth, of our venerable and beloved Vice-President, Rev. Wm. F. 
Morgan, D.D., and also of three Lay Managers who had taken a lively interest 
and co-operation in the work of the Society—Mr. A, F. Warburton, Mr. Daniel 
B. Whitlock and D. 8. Riddle.

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ADDRESS 


To THE ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTH CONVENTION OF THE DIOCESE 
oF NEw York, 1888. 


-BRETHREN OF THE CLERGY AND LAITY: 


“@Grace be with you, mercy, and peace, from God. the Father, 
and from the Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of the Father, in truth 
and loye.” * 

So the salutations lengthen, in those messages of the Apostles to 
the churches, of which as we turn the pages of their inspired Epis- 
tles this is the last but one. ' “Jn truth and love,” prays he whom 
Jesus loved, may grace, mercy and peace abound; not in the 
careless disregard which is unmindful of the truth, and not in the 
mutual indifference which is destitute of love. It is a year since 
we have met as we meet to-day. I hope we are here with some 
other feeling than that this is merely a formality to be decorously 
gotten through with; and that we shall be enabled to kindle one 
another’s faith and loyalty by the fidelity and brotherly courtesy 
with which we give ourselves to the work of this Convention. 

My own, in this connection, is especially defined by § 11. of Canon 
17 of Title I. of the Digest, and, to quote its language, consists 
primarily of ‘‘stating the affairs of the Diocese since the last meet- 
ing of the Convention.” The phrase, not so very old in the history 
of our canonical literature, is nevertheless, in the rapid movement 
of our Diocesan life, a trifle archaic, for it points to a time when, 
in the feebler days of the Church’s history, every step taken, every 
foothold gained, in any even farthest and feeblest missionary out- 
post, was the “affair” of all of us, and when men listened with 
interest to details which to-day would be apt to be regarded as 
only less tedious than insignificant. I am not so very sure that we 
should be right in such an estimate of them, though I shall not tax 
your patience by rehearsing them here, but the consideration which

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they suggest suggests in turn a law of proportion which may well 
govern all our estimates of work done for Christ, whether in the — 
parish, in the Diocese, or outside of it. . 

In deference to that law, we may well review the work of the 
Church first, in its visible or material aspect, and then in that other 
and incomparably more important aspect which recognizes it as a 
spiritual Force and Fellowship having spiritual gifts and existing 
for a spiritual end, Neither of these aspects can be unimportant. 
The Incarnation has forever ennobled the body; and the material 
forms in which the Church embodies and expresses her life are only 
of less consequence than that life itself. 

I. In this view one feature of our Diocesan history for the 
past year is especially interesting and important. I refer to the 
completion and dedication of parish houses, such as those for 
Trinity Parish, St. George’s Parish, and the Holy Cross Mission in 
this city, of which there are other instances, as our parochial 
reports will show, scarcely less noteworthy and significant. They 
point to a new departure, in which the duty of the Church to 
touch all sides of our complex humanity with its manifold gifts of 
hight and healing, has been recognized as never before, and they 
indicate a recognition of our manifold opportunities which is full 
of promise for the future. Undoubtedly there is a danger, and it 
is pre-eminently a danger here, that work such as that for which 
parish houses and seaside houses and the like largely stand, shall 
be allowed, in our estimates of the mission of the Church, to take 
the place of that other wurk which touches the springs of character, 
which transforms the aspirations, and ennobles the affections and 
the will. But the true view of that which we are trying ‘to do 
to-day, not alone in this metropolitan centre, but in many towns 
and villages throughout the Diocese, is that in which it is seen as 
multiplying our points of contact with lives which cannot be 
redeemed by being dealt with en masse. “And Jesus took him 
by the hand, and lifted him up.” I think if I were building a 
parish house to-morrow, I would engrave that legend over its 
door as expressive of all that you and I are trying to do for our 
fellow-man. Iam expected to say something, on this occasion, of 
the recent Conference of Bishops at Lambeth. Shall I anticipate 
in one particular the little that I can contribute for your informa- 
tion or edification under that head, by saying that, in connection 
with my own visit to that historic centre, a fact, if not of great- 
est, certainly of most significant interest of which I learned, was 
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in regard to a daughter of that great prelate who ten years ago 
presided in Lambeth Palace; who, to-day, with gifts and accom- 
plishments that might grace any station, is dedicating her young 
womanhood, her personal means, and her unsparing energy to a 
work like that of Miss Octavia Hill for the reform of the tenement- 
house life, amid which she herself has taken up her abode, of one 
of the most crowded districts of London? Such a woman, working 
in such a way, is a type of what is already, thank God, being 
attempted among ourselves, wnerever, with the parish priest at 
their head, laymen and laywomen are gathering in our parish 
houses and seaside homes, those whom a hand may touch and a 
smile may quicken, out of the death of dull despair, into faith and 
courage and hope. And this is very often the only possible first 
step in getting access to hearts chilled and embittered or inflamed 
by the false and godless teaching which has filled with envy, hatred, 
malice and all uncharitableness many a breast in our day, and 
which has been fomented, I grieve to say, by those whose knowl- 
edge of the plain teachings of Holy Scriptures, though they profess 
to be its commissioned expositors, 1s apparently as imperfect as 
their knowledge of the simplest principles of a sound social and 
political economy. Now as of old—but especially now, when as 
never before, there is in the air a sentiment which teaches men to 
despise authority, to disown restraint, to hate and resent all social 
or material inequality,—but which with all its noisy championship 
of the poor, touches no one of their burdens with so much as the 
tips of its fingers,—now as never before it behooves the Church of 
God to translate to men the Spirit of Christ’s religion as the one 
force in all the world which can to-day repeat the miracles of its 
Master by lifting men up and letting the oppressed go free. 

II. It was the better to enable us to do this, that, two years ago, 
by your unanimous vote, we adopted our Diocesan Missionary 
Canon, with its division of the Diocese into five Archdeaconries, all 
of which (the last, the Archdeaconry of Richmond having lately 
completed its organization,) have been pees) constituted and 
set in operation. 

I do not think that anybody who has taken the trouble to inform 
himself in regard to the working of these bodies can be in any doubt 
as to their substantial value to every most important interest in the 
Diocese. It is commonly assumed, especially by those who are 
unfamiliar with its workings, that the system of Archdeaconries is 
simply the convocational system under another name, and that we 
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have merely baptized an old mechanism with a new and foreign and 
more pretentious nomenclature. It is time that a word was said on 
that point with considerable explicitness. | 

An Archdeaconry is no more foreign than a Convocation, a Con- 
ference, or a Diocese. Indeed, all these are foreign if you choose, as 
are all our titles, for bishops, priests, deacons, officers of colleges, par- 
ishes, vestries or any other. There is a vast amount of very silly 
and irrelevant talk on this subject which, whether in the interests 
of truth or charity, is very poor and very pointless. I suppose that 
we in America did not invent our Church, and at best are simply 
attempting to adapt it tonew issues and emergencies. ‘The Refor- 
mation dismissed too much, and the exodus to America was attended 
by still further denudation which the emergency may have excused, 
but which our emergency most certainly does not demand. ‘‘ We 
want,’ say some, ‘‘no archaisms, no unrealities—no merely pre- 
latical imitations.” No, most surely, but we want all that is best in 
new or old, if it can be made plain that it will effectually serve our 
purpose and our people. Archdeacon and Archdeaconry are, if any- 
body will take the trouble to ascertain their derivation, no more 
foreign than Rector and Rectory. One set of words is derived in 
part from a word which means a ruler, and the other set from a 
word that means a king, but I do not observe that anybody who is 
entitled to it objects to being called a rector, because the word is 
from a root that means king, or that anybody else thinks it worth 
while to jest at him, because he does not. The thing, however, is 
of much more consequence among us than the name, and if any one 
thinks that the thing is not a reality, at once competent, efficient, 
and increasingly potential, it is simply because he has not taken the 
trouble to acquaint himself with the facts. The difference between 
a Convocation and an Archdeaconry, and between an Archdeacon 
and a Dean of Convocation, is, at any rate in this Diocese, this very 
real difference, that the one imposed no definite responsibility, had 
no canonical recognition, and had no properly defined function ; 
and that the other has all these ; while, in practice, the difference 
has already been demonstrated to be that, in the Mission work of 
the Diocese, in the administration of discipline, in the oversight of 
deacons, in the due distribution of corporate responsibility, the 
Diocese has now a set of officers, on the one hand, and a body of 
clergy and laity on the other, which have, each one, a definite area 
to care for, and precise and clearly defined duties to discharge. 

To say that the efficiency and good order of the Church’s work 
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in the Diocese and the extension of her Missionary operations have 
not been, under our present Missionary Canon, greatly and steadily 
increased, is to ignore evidence which our Diocesan statistics and 
the peace and prosperity of parishes on every hand make plain 
beyond a peradventure. Never before in the history of the Diocese 
were so many Deacons at work as to-day, under proper, frequent, and 
stimulating oversight. Never before were parishes so closely in 
touch with Mission work outside of their own boundaries, and so 
intelligently informed in regard to it. Never before were the con- 
tributions for Mission work in this city or elsewhere in the Diocese 
in such worthy proportion to our ability to make them, Within the 
boundaries of the Archdeaconry in which we are ussembled to-day, 
the efforts of its Archdeacon have secured some $90,000 in a single 
year for the extension of our City Mission work, and a training 
has been given in our public institutions to our Deacons which is — 
already bearing its noble fruitage in fields as distant as that of — 
Alaska. Ido not speak of the constant help and large relief which 
my brethren the Archdeacons of the several Archdeaconries have 
given to the Ordinary, but in a Diocese unfitted, by the peculiar 
relations of its See City to the rest of the Diocese, for division, I am 
quite free to say that its large and complex, and, what is very imper- 
fectly recognized, its rapidly growing interests, could not possibly 
be adequately administered without some such provision. In a 
secular journal there appeared not long ago a table of comparative 
statistics showing the growth of the Church in this city during the 
five years preceding this present one, and I venture to say that those 
statistics were a surprise to none more truly than to multitudes of 
church people who read them for the first time. But can anybody 
who reflects at all fail to see that such growth, like all growth, 
demands adequate regulation and oversight, and that no Bishop 
could hope to keep pace with it unless the Church gave him not 
merely an Oculus Episcopi, but hands and feet and_ brains, as well 
as eyes, to supplement his own ? For myself, I am grateful for the 
opportunity to express here my sense of keen indebtedness to my 
brethren the Archdeacons of the Diocese, and to those in the several 
Archdeaconries associated with them who, laboring in this partic- 
ular, with little or no compensation, have shared burdens which I 
could never have hoped to bear alone, and to whom though I have 
turned oftener than I had any right to do for their counsel and help, 
I have never turned in vain. Some of them have had to be very 
patient with my infirmities of temper, with my errors of judgment, 
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with my sins of omission. May God reward them for their gener- 
ous forbearance, and for their loving and unfaltering support ! 

III. What I have said thus far, has to do with the mechanism of 
our work, rather than the work itself. But the end of the Church’s 
hfe and work in the world is the glory of her Divine Head in the 
new creation and upbuilding of men in His likeness and image. 
This is the key to her whole sacramental system, and from the 
beginning, in holy baptism, to the fullness of blessing in the 
Eucharistic Feast, this is the refrain that all along she rings upon 
our ears: ‘‘ Ye are not your own, ye are bought with a price— 
redeemed with the precious blood of the Lamb—therefore sanctify | 
the Lord God in your hearts.” But no sooner does she make this 
plain, than she shows us how from the beginning, this spiritual 
renewal, and growth, and sanctification have been conditioned upon 
a corresponding spiritual activity which, deepening one’s sense of 
his spiritual needs, has quickened his approach to the divinely- 
appointed and exhaustless sources of their supply. 

It is in this relation, I think, that what we are wont to call lay 
work presents one of its most important aspects. The other day in 
Durham Cathedral there occurred one of the most memorable 
services which any cathedral in Christendom has ever witnessed. 
For the first time in its history some sixty Bishops from all parts of 
the world were assembled, with a vast throng of worshipers crowding 
every part of the incomparable building, and representing every class 
and interest, to take part in divine service. And the nature of the 
service was certainly unique. It was not to consecrate or re-conse- 
crate the building lately so magnificently restored ; it was not to con- 
secrate bishops or ordain priests, focal point as it was, of a visit 
concerning which the Bishop of Durham himself observed: “ What 
shall I say of our Church in the present—of its diffusion, its achieve- 
ments, its hopes? Is not this goodly concourse the true response to 
my question?” It was to set apart a few lay helpers, some as lay 
readers, Some as lay evangelists, and some as lay preachers, with a 
service whose simple and impressive dignity those who witnessed it 
will never forget, and under the auspices of a prelate whose pre- 
eminent learning, whose conservative temper, whose rare personal 
simplicity and sanctity of character, have given him a hold upon 
churchmen and Christians in all lands of which I do not know the 
parallel. Ido not know how that service may have struck others, but 
to me it indicated a recognition, not alone of the urgent demands of 
modern church work, but as words spoken later by the great prelate 
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to whom I have referred pointed, a recognition also of the close and 
vital relation between personal service, in the spiritual life of the 
individual disciple, and the vigor, nay the ultimate survival, of that 
life. A conception of the Church’s spiritual well-being which 
makes its life to consist in ministrations by one caste or class 
which is unceasingly active, to another which is simply habitually 
passive or receptive, this is as alien to the history of true Christian 
progress as it is to the law of Jesus Christ. And that remarkable 
awakening of activity in our Mother Church to which I referred 
briefly in this place a year ago is due, I am profoundly persuaded, to 
nothing else so much as to the enormous change in this matter in 
the lives of individual churchmen and women. 

Even yet, however, lay help is in some quarters largely dis- 
trusted and in others still more largely disused. Let me ask, there- 
fore, your best consideration for the subject matter of the report in 
regard to the organization of Lay Helpers presented yesterday to this 
Convention, with a view, especially to the cordial recognition and 
more systematic employment of an agency fitted not alone to 
contribute to the visible extension and increased efficiency of the 
Church’s work, but, most of all, as I believe, to the deepening of 
the spiritual life of those who are engaged in it. It is impossible 
that any one should be occupied in striving to make Christ and His 
work for the souls of men known to others, without having brought 
home to him the need of his own more intimate and constant 
contact with the sources of all spiritual life and power. Prayer, 
the Holy Scriptures, the blessed Sacraments, become new and more 
precious realities when one turns to them for strength and guidance 
in the work of a ministry which is committed to each and every one 
of us as we “have received the gift.” There are tasks to which not 
alone bishops, priests and deacons, but the whole Church is called. 
May God give us the honesty to own them, and then the faith and 
courage that shall attempt them ! 

In this connection I desire to express my gratification at the 
organization of the Church Club, an association composed exclu- 
sively of laymen, which has come into existence since the last Con- 
vention, and which is already beginning to count its membership 
by hundreds. Nothing has been more cheering than the cordial 
interest with which this movement has been welcomed by those who, 
working apart in parishes and other associations, have found in this 
larger fellowship the stimulus and mutual edification which they 
have long desired. ‘The meetings for the discussion of church work, 
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the courses of lectures instituted by the club, and the social gather- 
ings of its members, have already borne fruit in results which are 
full of encouragement. I could wish that every lay deputy to the 
convention were a member of the club, and that no parish in the 
Diocese was without a representative in it. It has no legislative 
powers. It can enforce no decrees or opinions. But it does bring 
men of different training and views into touch with one another, 
and so helps to make the brotherhood of men in Christ’s Holy 
Church more real and more effective. 

IV. Such a fellowship, local and limited though it is, with its 
conferences and discussions, prepares us to recognize the value of 
other conferences, wider in their range, and different in their consti- 
tution. That held during the past summer at Lambeth has not 
been, I venture to think, without results which, in their larger 
scope and more variously representative character, afford occasion for 
our devout thanksgiving. ‘lhe Lambeth Conferences have, from time 
to time, been criticised or objected to upon very opposite grounds. 
On the one hand it has been urged that they were too vague in their 
aims and too general in their deliverances to be of any practical value. 
On the other, it has been objected that they were in danger of 
usurping powers with which they had not been clothed, and which 
therefore they could not rightfully exercise. From one quarter it 
has been insisted that they were attempting tasks. for which they 
had no Catholic or canonical vocation ; and on the other. that they 
were even more in peril of assuming a tone which neither the state 
of Christendom nor the independence of national churches would 
welcome or tolerate. Here among us, it has also }den ¢ earkly hinted 
that the Lambeth Conference was a retrospective tellowship, with its 
eyes set in the back of its head, and that republican simplicity and 
American churchmanship were far more likely than otherwise to be 
debilitated by its atmosphere, and cramped and fettered by its con- 
clusions. I think I understand such feelings, and I am sure that I 
entirely respect them. But I think, too, that there are others, as well 
as myself, not at first greatly disposed to such gatherings, who have 
felt that much of the criticism to which I have referred had a tone 
of rather ad captandum loyalty which appealed to ignorance or 
prejudice rather than to reason or common sense. At any rate, I 
wish to say here, in the most explicit way, that, looking at the his- 
tory of the late Lambeth Conference as a whole, I saw nothing to 
warrant the suspicion that the American Episcopate was in serious 
or considerable danger of being debilitated by any Anglo-mania,

whether ecclesiastical or social.» The conditions of our assembly 
rooms were not favorable to informal discussions, and I have heard 
some of our American bishops to more advantage elsewhere ; but I 
am quite free to say that, as an American I feel myself entitled to 
entertain a just pride because of the part which, as a matter of fact, 
my countrymen did bear in the Conference ; a part which it seemed to 
me was abundantly fearless, outspoken, and to the point; and that, 
from first to last, there was in the Conference an atmosphere of open- 
mindedness, on the part of our English and colonial brethren, 
toward anything from an American source which left nothing to be 
desired.. Indeed, if there was a bias in any direction, it seemed to 
me ratherin favor of anything and everything American, and some- 
times, apparently, merely because it was American ; and my brethren 
in our own Episcopate must have been differently constituted from 
myself if they were not. occasionally made a little uncomfortable by 
a praise or prominence given to our own very moderate achieve- 
ments, which might very properly have been transferred to that 
heroic colonial Episcopate which has been from its beginning among 
the Church of England’s pre-eminent glories, 

‘I'wo results, I think, have come from the Conference, for both of 
which I am profoundly thankful. Lonely men, performing grave 
tasks with often scanty sympathy, have been greatly cheered and 
strengthened; and, as a body, I do not think they have been either 
spoiled or dazzled by those accidents of the social position and 
domestic state of English prelates, from which most of them, I 
fancy, devoutly thanked God that, they were free. But they have 
been glad (it¢!isnot very often that most of them have such an oppor- 
tunity—but once in ten years, which means for most of them but 
once or twice in a lifetime,) to put themselves into touch with lead- 
ing minds in their mother Church, to listen to Harold Brown, and 
Lightfoot, to Stubbs, now of Oxford ; and King ; to’ renew, in daily 
contact with the younger Wordsworth, inspiring memories imper- 
ishably associated with the elder; to recognize in Thompson, of 
York, and in Temple, of London, rarer and nobler qualities than, 
perhaps, they had been wont to associate with them, and to be thank- 
ful that in Harvey Goodwin, in Moorehouse, in Maclagan, in Bicker- 
steth, of Japan, in Webb, of Grahamstown ; in Kennion, of Adelaide ; 
in Webber of Brisbane, in Copleston, of Colombo, in Nuttall, of 
Jamaica, in Churton, of Nassau, and many another, the Church still 
had among her leaders saintly and soldierly men who had more 
than one of them, on many adifficult field, abundantly indicated that 
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title which, in his memorable sermon at Durham, our own Bishop 
(Coxe) of Western New York conferred upon them of being “men 
who had understanding of the times.” 

As to what they said and did, you are already so abundantly 
informed that I need add little to what has before this come to you 
in print. There are those who think it is a small thing that the Con- 
ference should have spoken at all since it was with so much reserve, 
_ or that it was a pity that it did not touch what are called “ burning 
issues’ with the caustic directness with which, for instance, the 
earnest Bishop of Liverpool has lately upbraided his brother of 
Canterbury. I take leave tosuggest that it is worth while for the 
_ Church in this age to understand, and in her utterances to recognize, 

what are burning issues, and I entirely agree with the’ Bishop of 
Peterborough that a candle more or less is of infinitely insignificant 
consequence compared with those tremendous problems of our 
modern social life that threaten the foundations of the family, the 
institution of marriage, the very existence of society. The ques- 
tion of more or less ritual, of the interpretation of the Church’s 
doctrinal standards, and the like, are of very secondary consequence 
save as they are first of all, moral questions, relating to the obliga- 
tions of our ordination vows and loyalty to our plighted faith. 
Coercion, for which many are crying aloud, mutual denunciations, 
which are the stock in trade of a great deal of religious controversy, 
further definitions, unless they be the definitions of a just liberty— 
these will do as little for the Church as they have done in the past ; 
but the revival of a sense of the sanctity of a promise,—the re-build- 
ing of men’s homes upon the eternal sanctity of duty, and the blos- 
soming out of men’s homes of a habit of truth-dealing and truth- 
telling, of purity and self-restraint—in one word, the re-awakening 
of that old spirit of Godward responsibility which, as it stands over 
against the Sanhedrim of custom, the Sanhedrim of wealth, the San- 
hedrim of expediency and lawless self-will, has but this one thing to 
say, “ Whether it be right to hearken unto men more than unto God, 
judge ye,”—this, I ake it, is that which the ae most wants, 
and for which the world most waits. 

_And this was the direction in which (wisely, as I venture to pre- 
dict, it will come to be more and more recognized) the late Lambeth 
Conference mainly bent its energies. Its Encyclical Letter may have 
seemed to many tame and overcautious in its expressions, but 
rhetorical fervor and vehement emphasis are not the functions of 
such a letter, even if their indulgence had not made such a docu- 
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ment partial and partisan in its tone. A recent criticism of the 
letter by an earnest and estimable Anglican prelate, who, however, 
did not take the time to attend upon the sessions of the Conference, 
or to listen to its discussions, has been so wisely met in some words | 
written for quite a different purpose, in a communication which has 
recently come to me from the presiding officer of the late Conference, 
that I cannot refrain from quoting them here. It was my privilege, 
on behalf of my brethren of the American Episcopate, and at their 
request, to address to the Archbishop of Canterbury a letter express- 
ing our grateful sense of his manifold courtesies, and of the rare 
benignity, impartiality, and patience with which he had presided 
over our deliberations, In his reply there occur these words : | 

“ With a unanimity felt rather than expressed, the Bishops held 
that it was not the occasion to dea] with received formulas, or with 
semi-political questions of constitution or jurisdiction (affecting only 
part of those present), or with matters of practice and observance 
which time harmonizes better than enactment.” 

‘*HKschewing such things, the Conference treated of subjects the 
most vital to morals, to society, to the knowledge of God’s revelation, 
to church administration, and to our human future.” 

“¢ And while those who were present said how they learned far more 
from contact with other leaders of Christian thought and souls than 
could be formulated or expressed, and that they were left with matter 
enough for reflection and for trial, the conclusions which they arrived 
at, and still more the observation and even experiment they have sug- 
gested with a view to future deliberations, will, we are thoroughly 
persuaded, contribute much to the progress of the next ten years.” 

But whatever may be thought of the more formal utterances of 
the Conference, the Report submitted by its committees and now 
communicated to the Church mark, I think it must be owned, a very 
memorable advance in the quality of courageous and timely utter- 
ance upon anything which thus far has come from the Anglican 
fpiscopate. As an illustration of this, I invite your attention to 
the report on ‘‘ Authoritative Standards of Doctrine and Worship,” 
together with the admirable recommendations with which it con- 
cludes, which, after expressing ‘‘ the opinion that the time has come 
when an effort should be made to compose a manual for teachers, 
which should contain a summary of the doctrine of the Church as 
generally received among us,” goes on to suggest that “such a 
manual would draw its statements of doctrine from authoritative 
documents already existing, but would exhibit them in a completer

and more systematic form. It would also naturally include some 
explanation of the services and ceremonies of the Church, and the 
whole might be preceded by a historical sketch of the position and 
claims of our Communion.” ‘‘Such a manual,” concludes the 
report, while ‘‘we do not suggest that the Conference should be 
asked to undertake its preparation, or that it should be regarded as 
an authoritative standard of the Church, would, we believe, be of 
great service in maintaining the type of doctrine to which the 
Church is a witness, and in making members of other churches to 
form a just opinion of our doctrines and worship. We suggest 
that his Grace, the president, be requested to nominate three or 
more Bishops to undertake such a work, and if it seem good to him 
and to the other Archbishops, Metropolitans and Presiding Bishops 
of the Church, that they give this work, when completed, the sanc- 
tion of their Imprimatur.” | 

If the late Lambeth Conference had initiated nothing more than 
this, I for one should feel that it had not assembled in vain. If 
there is one thing from which we need to be delivered it is the end- 
less and distracting individualism of manuals of instruction, and if 
our fathers in God can give us something on the lines suggested in 
their report, they willrender, I venture to think, the most substan- 
tial service to the more definite and systematic teaching of doctrine 
and of the principles of Christian worship, which has been rendered 
to the Church in our generation. 

Within these limits, I may not venture to review the several 
Reports submitted to the Lambeth Conference; but before I leave 
the subject I may be permitted to call your attention to the most 
impressive and outspoken Report on Purity,—a model of fearless 
and timely teaching, and emanating (I believe it is telling no 
secret to state) from the hand of the learned Bishop of Durham 
(Dr. Lightfoot), and to the remarkable paper on Socialism which 
has already been pronounced by very high authority the most able, 
fearless, and significant paper of the kind which has yet appeared. 
For myself, I can only say, in conclusion, that taken as a whole 
the tone and the utterances of the Conference were a delightful and 
inspiring surprise. It disclosed a rare recognition of great oppor- 
tunities, and a temper not indifferent to their wise and courageous 
improvement. May God deepen in all of us a kindred spirit ! 

As the accompanying records of Official Acts will show, I have 
laid three corner-stones and officiated at four dedications or conse- 
crations. 
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Of these latter services, one was in connection with the dedica- 
tion of St. Michael’s House, Mamaroneck, a part of the admirable 
work of the Midnight Mission, under the care of the Sisters of St. 
John Baptist. Another was for the purpose of inaugurating the 
admirable work of the Convalescent Home in Harlem,—a remark- 
able enterprise for the discharged patients of our public institutions. 

V.. On the fifth Sunday in Lent, March 18th, I consecrated the 
beautiful Memorial Chapel of the Holy Comforter for Sailors in this 
city, and thus added a building of singular appropriateness and 

beauty to the equipment of our Seamen’s Mission. That Mission 
must not lose its place in the affections of Church people, and I 
trust my brethren of the clergy will take care that it does not. 

On the 15th of May I consecrated ‘Christ Church, Poughkeepsie, 
a noble edifice of stone erected, and since then completed, by the 
addition of the tower and spire, at a cost of over $100,000, of which 
three-fourths has been the princely gift of a single member of the 
parish. The whole work is a witness of the zeal and devotion of 
rector and people. 

Since we met here a year ago, the Church at large has been 
bereaved by the death of Bishop Dunlop of New Mexico, Bishop 
Brown of Fond du Lac, and Bishop Harris of Michigan. The first 
named it was my privilege to present to you at our last Convention, 
from this chancel, and those of us who had previously known him, 
recognized with sorrowful apprehension the signs that his lonely 
and discouraging work was telling heavily upon him. He was the 
peer of the foremost of our missionary martyrs in a single and simple 
devotion to his work, and in a rare and beautiful modesty that 
made the largest sacrifices with manly and cheerful courage. He 
had the grace of common sense as few men whom I have known 
have possessed it, and if his life had been spared, his wise, laborious 
and forecasting Episcopate would have borne worthy frait and won 
wide and respectful recognition. 

The first Bishop of Fond du Lac was poten and ordained in 
this Diocese, and early won, among many of those to whom I now 
speak, a good degree in his ministry. His Episcopate was laborions, 

‘devoted and courageous, and he had inaugurated a movement in 
his Diocese of universal interest and of exceptional importance. 
We had hoped to hear him tell at the Lambeth Conference the story 
of the Mission among the old Catholics, which, as he sketched it in 
‘his earlier report of it, was a record of rare foresight and promise, 
and which under his guidance seemed destined to accomplish very

remarkable results. Gentle and lovable, giving himself wholly to 
his work, he won the respect of all with whom he came in contact, 
and has left behind him a memory fragrant of good works. 

Of the late Bishop of Michigan I have already spoken elsewhere. 
His loss to our whole American Church is not to be repaired, and 
will come, I venture to think, to be increasingly deplored as men 
come to recognize the exceptional power which he was exercising in 
that nearer West in whose moral and spiritual history he was so 
potential a factor. A child in his simplicity and guilelessness, 
a giant in labor and endurance, with a mind of singular penetration 
and grasp of great principles and great moral and social movements, 
he was, as a theologian, solid and well-grounded in the best learning 
of the Church and of his age, a loyal son and servant of the one, 
and in helpful and sympathetic touch with the burdens and per- 
plexities of the other. He never wrote or spoke without command- 
ing respect. He rarely reasoned or remonstrated without compell- 
ing assent. In the founding of Hobart Hall, in connection with the 
great university situate in his Diocese, he illustrated the wisest 
foresight and the most masterly comprehension of a large and 
difficult problem which has been seen in the history of Christian 
and churchly education in our generation ; and, rarest trait of ail, 
most surely indicative of true greatness,—he could, and did, hold 
to his own cherished convictions and yet keep himself purged from 
contempt for those of other people. ‘hat vice of the clerical mind, 
—I sometimes think the most characteristic and most ineradicable— 
which makes it unable to state its own opinions without an estimate 
of those of others, which can only be warranted by the gift of 
omniscience—from this he was nobly free. He had read enough of 
history and of theology, and was sufficiently familiar with the inspired 
sources of the latter to know that, from the beginning, the Petrine 
and Pauline element have each, and each by divine appointment, 
been part of the Church’s life, and that to exalt either at the expense 
of a scorn for the other is the wisdom only of that kingdom of the 
blind in which the one-eyed is king. Rare and royal nature! 
May God give to His Church other leaders not less nobly dowered ! 

In our own Diocese, death has indeed been busy in high places ! 
Dr. Weston has gone, after a ministry of nearly forty years in our 
mother parish—laborious, unconventional, perpetually invigorating. 
Associated honorably as chaplain of our Seventh Regiment with 
memorable pages in the nation’s history, he was not Jess honorably 
identified with the Church in this his chosen city. He had a sol- 
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dierly sense of duty, and a careful fidelity’ in the discharge of it, and 
his devotion to the children of his large cure, his labors among the 
poor, his characteristic individuality in the performance of divine 
service (who that ever heard him read the lessons will forget it !) 
made him asa man to be lovingly and gratefully remembered. 

The death of Dr. Weston was followed very shortly by that of 
the Rev. Dr. Joseph W. Price, at the time of his decease the senior 
presbyter of the Diocese. Dr. Price had retired from the active work 
of a ministry in which he had long served with honor and fidelity, 
but to the last his services were at the command of his brethren, to 
whom he endeared himself by many graces. Identified with the 
earlier history of the Diocese, and long surviving most of his con- . 
temporaries, he cherished to the end an unswerving love for his 
mother the Church, and was happiest when serving at her altars. It 
is pleasant to remember now that the Diocese was able, through its 
Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, to do something to cheer the clos- 
ing days of our venerable brother, and I hope the interests of that 
Fund will not cease to have a warm place in the hearts of clergy 
and people. The area of its operations has been much enlarged, 
and since the last Report, appropriations have been made which 
will more than exhaust its present income. 

Dr. C. C. Adams was of another type, as was the Rev. Arthur H. 
Warner, whose premature departure has so irreparably bereaved the 
Church of the Beloved Disciple in this city. Dr. Adams, at Manhat- 
tanville, where for twenty-five years he was Rector of St. Mary’s, and 
Mr. Warner in 89th Street, kept the outposts—the former retiring, 
studious, singularly refined and sensitive, and the latter uniting to 
the same refinement a cheerful courage and decided power as a 
preacher ;—these two faithful priests, the one spared to a good old 
age, and the other taken away in his manly prime, were equally 
representative of that devout and reverent churchmanship which 
is so pre-eminently characteristic of those nurtured in the ways 
of our Book of Common Prayer, and loyal to its venerable tra- 
ditions. | 

Another city rectorship has been vacated by death, which takes 
from this Convention a familiar and greatly honored presence. Dr. 
Morgan had been a presbyter of this Diocese for more than thirty 
years. For a considerable part of that time he had been a member 
of its Standing Committee, and an office-bearer in almost all the 
leading institutions of this Diocese. One who knew him longer 
than I, has spoken of him in terms so just and tender that I cannot 
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refrain from quoting them. Wrote the Rector of Trinity Parish a few 
days after his death : ‘‘Dr. Morgan had his place among the fore- | 
most in the Church. I: him were admirably united the earnest 
piety of the evangelical’ Christian, the ability of the ruler, the 
strength and power of the preacher of the Gospel, the sympathetic 
nature which makes men beloved by their flock, the dignity of the 
priest, the wisdom of the legislator. . . . We loved and 
revered him during his lifetime, for his stanch and manly fidelity 
to the everlasting Gospel, and for his loyalty to the Church, from 
which we had the grace of his baptism and his priesthood; and we 
honor him in his death, as one who kept the faith, nor flinched nor 
faltered, however threatening the aspect of our skies.” 

Among the laity our losses have been numerous and serious, and 
the Church throughout the Diocese is poorer for the departure of 
such men as Stephen M. Buckingham, of St. Paul’s, Poughkeepsie ; 
George Starr Scofield, of St. John’s, Clifton ; Lewis Cooke, of the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest, New York; Daniel B. Whitlock, of 
the Church of the Holy Apostles, New York ; Hobart Bogardus, of 
Trinity Church, Saugerties; A. F. Warburton, of Holy Trinity 
Church, New York ; George W. Cass, of Christ Church, New York; 
Charles ‘Tudor Wing, of St. Thomas’ Church, New York; Solon 
Farrer, of the Church of the Holy Faith, New York; and Gustav 
Schwab, of St. James’ Church, Fordham; all of them known and 
honored for their love for the Church, and for their loyal and 
devoted services within the bounds of their own parishes. More 
and more anxiously I looked for the successors of those men who in 
the vestries in which they served, in the corporate trusts created 
by the Church in this Diocese, and on the floor of this Conven- 
tion have long borne so important a share of the burden of our Dio- 
cesan interests, and who, one by one, are dropping from the ranks. 
“Look you out from among you, brethren, men of honest report and 
full of the Holy Ghost,” whom we may call to these posts, and let our 
parishes see toit that no less worthy considerations are permitted to 
influence them in choosing office-bearers in the Church than these, 
that they are men of sound judgment, of stainless integrity, and of 
open and confessed loyalty to the Church whose interests they are 
called to guard. 

It will not be inappropriate if, in connection with this matter of 
our common trusteeship of interests temporal and spiritual, of the 
Church in this Diocese, I should communicate to you the action 
of the corporation known as the Trustees of the ‘‘ Cathedral of St. 
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John the Divine in the City and Diocese of New York.” Since 
the last convention the Trustees have, with the very efficient 
assistance of the Rev. Dr. R. J. Nevin, of St. Paul’s Church, 
Rome, of which I desire-here to make grateful mention, secured for 
the Cathedral a site upon 110th Street, between Ninth and Tenth 
Avenues, and extending from 110th to 113th Street. Its command- 
ing character and its exceptional advantages in elevation and neigh- 
borhood, have won from the outset universal recognition ; and 
though to-day the situation is not central to the population of the 
city, it is geographically south rather than north, below rather 
than above,—the centre of the territory included within the city 
limits,—a territory filling up,as many of you are aware, with 
a rapidity which is daily more surprising. No cathedral in any 
great city in the world has to-day a site which, for commanding 
dignity, will approach that which we have secured—the manifold 
advantages of which are becoming daily more apparent. Among 
these is the opportunity afforded for grouping about the Cathedral 
other church institutions, educational and charitable, thus making 
the whole a comprehensive and complete expression of the spirit 
of our holy religion. 

After securing the site, the Trustees proceeded to take measures 
for obtaining suitable designs for the building. Representative 
architects have been invited to submit these, and it is my hope 
that when they shall have been handed in, and so soon as the deli- 
cate and difficult task of selecting the design to be finally adopted 
shall have been accomplished, the Trustees will proceed to decide 
how much of the whole work should be undertaken at once, and then 
go forward to its erection. We shall thus be enabled to present to 
the Church a definite work, both as to its character and limita- 
tions, to answer all reasonable inquiries as to what is proposed, and 
still to leave something for those who are to come after us to com- 
plete. We Americans are always in danger of being dominated by 
what Wesley called the ‘lust of finishing,” and I hope we shall 
have, in connection with this work, courage to lay out our lines 
upon so large a plan as to compel that thoroughness and real worth, 
and grandeur of proportion and detail, which such an undertaking 
demands.

In submitting these records, itis proper that I should say a word in 
regard to a kindly and earnest caution which has, of late, been fre- 
quently addressed to me, and with a brief reference to which I may 
wisely conclude this “ Report.”. It is, in substance, that I have 
been wont to err in attempting too much, and that I might wisely 
save my strength, and more effectually serve the Diocese, if I con- 
fined myself to tasks which the Diocese itself, and the strictly con- 
strued obligations of my office, imposed upon me. 

I trust there is no one who supposes that I would be guilty of the 
impertinence of obtruding this matter upon the notice of the Con- 
vention, if it concerned only myself or my own health and continued 
power of work, Nobody can possibly consider these of less conse- 
quence to the welfare of the Diocese than Ido. But there is just 
this sting in such friendly and, I am very sure, well-meant admoni- 
tions, that they imply that I have been wont to give to others what, 
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in a very real and sacred sense, was not my own to give, and what 
belonged primarily and pre-eminently to my own cure and charge; 
and further, that because of such spendthrift service where 1 was 
not owed, I have had so much less time and strength for athe 
where it was. 

This aspect of the matter has led me to review the work of the 
past year, in order to ascertain in this light precisely its character 
and relations, and the result of that review is as follows: 

During the past year I have filled some five hundred appoint- 
ments of one kind or another, of which precisely four have been 
extra Diocesan, and four more of a nature not directly related to 
the life and work of the Church, parochial or institutional, in this 
Diocese. (In these figures I do not of course include the half dozen 
engagements, more or less, fulfilled during the wholly exceptional 
circumstances of the late Lambeth Conference, nor some few others, 
rendered upon chance occasions, when absent from the ee for 
rest, ) 

A man who out of a day of twenty-four hours should give less 
than thirty minutes of it to the service of his fellow men other than 
his own houschold, would hardly be regarded as inspired by a very 
prodigal.and dissipated beneficence; and as that is a somewhat 
larger proportion of time than I have given to public interests other © 
than those of the Diocese of New York, I presume I may venture 
to hope that a very general misapprehension will, by these words, 
be effectually dispelled. 

In fact, the labors of the Episcopate in the Diocese of New York 
are large and incessant because the Diocese is large and, thank God, 
daily growing larger and more exacting. I can honestly say that 
these exactions have been to me thus far only a cause of grateful 
rejoicing, and I have no smallest doubt that when they become too 
great to be properly met, some wise provision for the emergency 
will be made. 

Meantime, let us be grateful for whatever any one of us has been 
permitted to accomplish. Let us recognize how insignificant are 
individuals in the ever-deepening and broadening life of the Church, 
and let us commend the interests of Christ’s flock in all the world, 
as I do yours and you, brethren beloved in the Lord, to the wise and 
unerring leadership of Him who is its ever-living Head!

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LAMBETH CONFERENCE. 
ENCYCLICAL LETTER. 


To THE FAITHFUL IN CHRIST JESUS, GREETING: 


We, Archbishops, Bishops Metropolitan, and other Bishops of 
the Holy Catholic Church, in full communion with the Church of 
England, one hundred and forty-five in number, all having superin- 
tendence over Dioceses or lawfully commissioned to exercise Episco- 
pal functions therein, assembled from divers parts of the earth, at 
Lambeth Palace, in the year of our Lord 1888, under the presidency 
of the Most Reverend Edward, by Divine Providence Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Primate of all England and Metropolitan, after receiv- 
ing in the Chapel of the said Palace the Blessed Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Body and Blood, and uniting in prayer for the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit, have taken into consideration various questions 
which have been submitted to us affecting the welfare of God’s 
people and the condition of the Church in divers parts of the world. 

We have made these matters the subject of careful and serious 
deliberation during the month past, both in General Conference and 
in Committees specially appointed to consider the several questions ; 
and we now commend to the faithful the conclusions at which we 
have arrived. | 

We have appended to this letter two sets of documents, the one 
containing the formal Resolutions of the Conference, and the other 
the Reports of the several Committees. We desire you to bear in 
mind that the Conference is responsible for the first alone. The 
Reports of Committees can only be taken to represent the mind of 
the Conference in so far as they are re-affirmed or directly adopted 
in the Resolutions; but we have thought good to print these 
Reports, believing that they will offer fruitful matter for considera- 
tion. : ) | 

In the first place we desire to speak of the moral and practical 
questions which have engaged the attention of the Conference ; and 
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in the forefront we would place the duty of the Church in the 
promotion of temperance and purity. 

Temperance.—Noble and self-denying efforts have been made for 
many years, within and without the Church, for the suppression of 
intemperance, and it is our earnest hope that these efforts will be 
increased mavifold. The evil effects of this sin on the life of the 
Church and the nation can scarcely be exaggerated. But we are 
constrained to utter a caution against a false principle which threat- 
ens to creep in and vitiate much useful work. Highly valuable as 
we believe total abstinence to be as a means to an end, we desire to 
discountenance the language which condemns the use of wine as 
wrong in itself, independently of its effects on ourselves or on 
others, and we have expressed our disapproval of a reported practice 
(which seems to be due to some extent to the tacit assumption of 
this principle) of substituting some other liquid in the celebration 
of Holy Communion. 

Purity.—On the other hand Christian society is only now 
awakening to a sense of its active duty in the matter of purity; and 
we therefore desire to avail ourselves of an occasion which has 
brought together representatives of the Anglican Communion from 
distant parts of the world, to proclaim a crusade against that sin 
which is before all others a defilement of the body of Christ and a 
desecration of the temple of the Holy Spirit. We recall the earnest 
language of the Report: we believe that nothing short of general 
action by all Christian people will avail to arrest the evil: we call 
upon you to rally round the standard of a high and pure morality ; 
and we appeal to all whom our voice may reach to assist us in rais- 
ing the tone of public opinion, and in stamping. out ignoble and 
corrupt traditions which are not only a dishonor to the Name of 
our Master Christ, but degrading to the dignity of a being created 
in the image of God. 

Sanctity of Marriage.—In vital connection with the promotion 
of purity is the maintenance of the sanctity of marriage, which is 
the center of social morality. his is seriously compromised by 
facilities of Divorce which have been increased in recent years by 
legislation in some countries. We have therefore held it our duty 
to re-affirm emphatically the precept of Christ relating thereto, and 
to offer some advice which may guide the Clergy of our Communion 
in their attitude towards any infringement of the Master’s rule. 

Polygamy.—The sanctity of marriage as a Christian obligation 
imphes the faithful union of one man with one woman until the 
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union is severed by death. The polygamous alliances of heathen 
races are allowed on all hands to be condemned by the law of Christ ; 
but they present many difficult practical problems which have been 
solved in various ways in the past. We have carefully considered 
this question in the different lights thrown upon it from various 
parts of the mission-field. While we have refrained from offering 
advice on minor points, leaving these to be settled by the local 
authorities of the Church, we have laid down some broad lines on 
which alone we consider that the missionary may safely act. Our first 
care has been to maintain and protect the Christian conception of 
marriage, believing that any immediate and rapid successes which 
might otherwise have been secured in the mission-field would be 
dearly purchased by any lowering or confusion of this idea. - 

Observance of the Lord’s Day.—The due observance of Sunday 
as a day of rest, of worship, and of religious teaching has a direct 
bearing on the moral well-being of the Christian community. We 
have observed of late a growing laxity which threatens to impair its 
sacred character. We strongly deprecate this tendency. We call 
upon the leisurely classes not selfishly to withdraw from others the 
opportunities of rest and of religion. We call upon master and 
employer jealously to guard the privileges of the servant and the 
workman. In “the Lord’s Day” we have a priceless heritage. 
Whoever misuses it incurs a terrible responsibility. 

Socialism.—Intimately connected with these moral questions is 
the attitude of the Christian Church toward the social problems of 
the day. Excessive inequality in the distribution of this world’s 
goods: vast accumulation and desperate poverty side by side: these 
suggest many anxious considerations to any thoughtful person who 
is penetrated with the mind of Christ. No more important prob- 
lems can well occupy the attention—whether of Clergy or Laity— 
than such as are connected with what is popularly called Socialism. 
To study schemes proposed for redressing the social balance, to ~ 
welcome the good which may be found in the aims or operations 
of any, and to devise methods, whether by legislation or by social 
combinations, or in any other way, for a peaceful solution of the 
problems without violence or injustice, is one of the noblest pursuits 
which can engage the thoughts of those who strive to follow in the 
footsteps of Christ. Suggestions are offered in the Report, which 
may assist in solving this problem. 

Care of Emigrants.—One class of persons more especially had a 
claim upon the consideration and sympathy of the Conference. In

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our emigrants we have a social link which binds the Churches of 
the British Islands to the Church of the United States, and to the 
Churches in the Colonies. No more pertinent question, therefore, 
could have been suggested for our deliberations than our duty 
toward this large body of our fellow-Christians. It is especially 
incumbent upon the Church to follow them with the eye of sym- 
pathy at every point in their passage from their old home to their 
new, to exercise a watchful care over them, and to protect them 
from the dangers, moral and spiritual, which beset their path. We 
have endeavored to offer some suggestions, by following which this 
end may be attained. 

Definite Teaching of the Faith.—Recognizing thus the primary 
importance of maintaining the moral precepts and discipline of the 
Gospel in all the relations of life and society, we proceed to the con- | 
sideration of the means within the reach and contemplation of the 
Churches for inculeating the definite truths of the Faith, which 
are the basis of such moral teaching. 

We cannot escape the conviction that this department of work 
requires great attention and much improvement. The religious 
teaching of the young is sadly deficient in depth and reality, espe- 
cially in the matter of doctrine. This deficiency is not confined to 
any class of society, and the task of remedying the default is one 
which the Jaity must’ be prepared to share with the clergy. On 
parents it lies as a divine charge. Godfathers and godmothers 
should be urged to fulfill the duty which they have undertaken for 
the children whose sponsors they have been, and to see that they are 
not left uninstructed, or inadequately prepared for Confirmation. 
The use of public catechising and regular preparation of candidates 
for Confirmation is capable of much development. The work done 
in Sunday-schools requires, as we believe, more constant supervision 
and more sustained interest than, in a great many cases, it receives 
from the clergy. ‘The instruction of Sunday-school teachers, and 
of the pupil-teachers in elementary schools, ought to be regarded as 
an indispensable part of the pastoral work of a parish priest ; and 
the moral and practical lessons from the Bible ought to be enforced 
by constant reference to the sanctions and to the illustrations of 
doctrine and discipline belonging to them, to be found in the same 
Holy Scripture. It would be possible, to a greater extent than 
is now done, to make sermons in church combine doctrinal and 
moral efficiency, and, by illustrating the rationale of divine service, 
lead on the congregations to the perception of the definite relations 
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between worship, faith, and work—the lessons of the Prayer Book, 
the Catechism, and the Creeds. 

It is not, however, with reference to the young alone, or to the 
recognized members of their own flock, that the clergy have need 
to look carefully to the security of definiteness in teaching the faith. 

The study of Holy Scripture is a great part of the mental disci- 
pline of the Christian, and the Bible itself is the main instrument in 
all teaching of religion. Unhappily, in the present day, there is a 
widespread system of propagandism hostile to the reception of the 
Bible as a treasury of Divine knowledge, and throughout society, in 
all its ranks, misgivings, doubts, hostile criticisms, and sceptical 
estimates of doctrinal truths as based on Revelation, are very 
common, » 

The doubts which arise from the misapprehension of the due 
relations between science and Revelation may be, and ought to be, 
treated with respect and a sympathetic patience ; and, where minds 
have been disquieted by scientific discovery or assertion, great care 
should be taken not to extinguish the elements of faith, but rather 
to direct the thinker to the realization of the fact that such dis- 
coveries elucidate the action of laws which, rightly conceived, tend 
to the higher appreciation of the glorious work of the Creator, up- 
held by the word of His power. 

The dangers arising from the hostile or sceptical temper and 
attitude are increased by the difficulty of determining how far our 
teaching and the popular acceptance of it can be harmonized with a 
due consideration for the views on inspiration, and especially on the 
character of the discipline of the Old Testament dispensation, which, 
although they have never received definite sanction in the Church, 
have been, long and widely prevalent. 

We must recommend to the clergy cautious and industrious 
treatment of these points of controversy, and most earnestly 
press upon them the importance of taking, as the central thought 
of their teaching, our Lord Jesus Christ as the sacrifice for our 
sins, as the healer of our sinfulness, the source of all our spiritual 
life, and the revelation to our consciences of the law and motive of , 
all moral virtue. ‘lo Him and to His work all the teachings of the 
Old Testament converge, and from Him all the teachings of the 
New Testament flow, in spirit, in force, and in form, The work of 
the Church is the application and extension of the blessings of the 
Incarnation, and her teaching the development of its doctrinal 
issues as contained in the Creeds of the Church. | i 
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Mutual Relations.—Our discussion on the mutual relations of 
Dioceses and branches of our Communion has. brought out some 
points which we desire to commend to your consideration. It 
appears necessary to draw attention to the principles laid down in 
the Conference of 1878, and to urge that within our Communion 
the duly certified action of each Church or Province should be 
respected by the other Churches and their members ; that no Bishop. 
or Clergyman should exercise his functions within any regularly 
constituted diocese without the consent of the Bishop of that 
diocese ; and that no Bishop should authorize the action of any 
clergyman coming from another diocese without proper letters testi- 
monial. The neglect of these rules has led to some grievous scan- 
dals. The Bishops, on their part, are prepared to do their best 
to guard against such mischiefs, by adding private advice to the, 
formal document in use; but the clergy must resolve to exercise 
greater caution in signing testimonials, and those who require them 
must check all tendency to over-sensitiveness when they find them- 
selves subjected to inquiries as to character and identification, 
which, however unnecessary they may deem them in their own case, 
are certainly indispensable for securing such measure of safety as 
we require, ' 

This caution applies with especial force to the clergy ordained 
for colonial work. We most heartily recognize the principle that. 
those who have given the best years of their life to work abroad are 
entitled to great consideration when the time comes at which they 
want such rest or change of employment as may be found at home. 
But to lay down any general rules on this point is impossible. 

One matter has been laid before us in a more -formal way—the 
possibility of constituting a Council or Councils of reference to 
advise upon, or even to decide, questions laid before them by the 
authorities of the Provinces of the Colonial Church. As to this, we 
would counsel patient consideration and consultation, of such char- 
acter aS may eventually supersede. the necessity for creating an 
authority which might, whether ag a Council of advice, or in a func- 
tion more closely resembling that of a Court, place us in circum- 
stances prejudicial alike to order and to liberty of action. 

Home Reunion.—After anxious discussion, we have resolved to. 
content ourselves with laying down certain articles as a basis on 
which approach may be, by God’s blessing, made towards home 
Reunion. ‘These articles, four in number, will be found in the 
appended Resolutions, 
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The attitude of the Anglican Communion towards the religious 
bodies now separated from it by unhappy divisions would appear to 
be this :—We hold ourselves in readiness to enter into brotherly con- 
ference with any of those who may desire intercommunion with usin 
‘a more or less perfect form. We lay down conditions on which such 
intercommunion is, in our opinion, and according to our conviction, 
possible. For, however we may long to embrace those now alienated 
from us, so that the ideal of the one flock under the one Shepherd may 
be realized, we must not be unfaithful stewards of the great deposit 
intrusted to us. We cannot desert our position either as to faith or 
discipline. That concord would, in our judgment, be neither true 
nor desirable which should be produced by such surrender. 

But we gladly and thankfully recognize the real religious work 
which is carried on by Christian bodies not of our Communion. We 
cannot close our eyes to the visible blessing which has been vouch- 
safed to their labors for Christ’s sake. Jet us not be misunderstood 
on this point. Weare not insensible to the strong ties, the rooted 
convictions, which attach them to their present position. These we 
respect, aS we wish that on our side our own principles and feelings 
may be respected. Competent observers, indeed, assert that not in 
England only, but in all parts of the Christian world, there is a real 
yearning for unity—that men’s hearts are moved more than hereto- 
fore towards Christian fellowship. ‘he Conference has shown in its 
discussions as Well as its resolutions that it is deeply penetrated with — 
this feeling. May the Spirit of Love move on the troubled waters of 
religious differences. 

Relation to the Scandinavian Church.—Among the nations with 
whom English-speaking peoples are brought directly in contact are 
the Scandinavian races, who form an important element of the pop- 
ulation in many of our Dioceses. The attitude, therefore, which 
the Anglican Communion should take towards the Scandinavian 
Churches could not be a matter of indifference to this Conference. 
We have recommended that fuller knowledge should be sought and 
friendly intercourse interchanged until such time as matters may be 
ripe for a closer alliance without any sacrifice of principles which we 
hold to be essential. 

To Old Catholics and Others.—Nor, again, is it possible for mem- 
bers of the Anglican Communion to withhold their sympathies from 
those Continental movements towards Reformation which, under the 
greatest difficulties, have proceeded mainly on the same lines as our 
own, retaining Episcopacy as an Apostolic ordinance. ‘Though we 
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believe that the time has not come for any direct alliance with any 
of these, and, though we deprecate any precipitancy of action which 
would transgress primitive and established principles of jurisdiction, 
we believe that advances may be made without sacrifice of these, 
and we entertain the hope that the time may come when a more for- 
mal alliance with some at least of these bodies will be possible. 

To the Eastern Churches. —The Conference has expressed its 
earnest desire to confirm and to improve the friendly relations which 
now exist between the Churches of the East and the Anglican Com- 
munion. ‘These Churches have weil earned the sympathy of Christen- 
dom, for through long ages of persecution they have kept alive in 
many a dark place the light of the Gospel. If that light is here and 
there feeble or dim, there is all the more reason that we, as we have 
opportunity, should tend and cherish it ; and we need not fear that 
our offices of brotherly charity, if offered in a right spirit, will not 
be accepted. We reflect with thankfulness that there exist no bars, 
such as are presented to communion with the Latins by the for- 
mulated sanction of the Infallibility of the Church residing in the 
person of the supreme pontiff, by the doctrine of the Immaculate 
Conception, and other dogmas imposed by the decrees of Papal 
Councils. The Church of Rome has always treated her Eastern sis- 
ter wrongfully. She intrudes her Bishopsinto the ancient Dioceses, 
and keeps up a system of active proselytism. ‘The Hastern Church 
is reasonably outraged by these proceedings, wholly contrary as they 
are to Catholic principles; and it behooves us of the Anglican Com- 
munion to take care that we do not offend in like manner. | 

Individuals craving fuller hght and stronger spiritual life may, 
by remaining in the Church of their baptism, become centers of 
enlightenment to their own people. 

But though all schemes of proselytizing are to be avoided, it is 
only right that our real claims and position as a historical Church 
should be set before a people who are very distrustful of novelty, 
especially in religion, and who appreciate the history of Catholic 
antiquity. Help one be given towards the education of the Clergy, 
and, in more destitute communities, extended to schools for genata 
instruction. 

Authoritative Standards.—Theauthoritative standards of doctrine 
and worship claim your careful attention in connection with these 
subjects. It is of the utmost importance that our faith and practice 
shonld be represented, both to the ancient Churches and to the native 
growing Churches in the mission-field, in a manner which shall 
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neither give cause for offence, nor restrict due liberty, nor present any 
stumbling-blocks in the way of complete communion. 

In conformity with the practice of the former Conferences we 
declare that we are united under our Divine Head in the fellowship 
of the one Catholic and Apostolic Church, holding the one Faith 
revealed in Holy Writ, defined in the Creeds, maintained by the 
primitive Church, and affirmed by the undisputed Cicumenical 
Councils: as standards of doctrine and worship alike we recognize 
the Prayer Book with its Catechism, the Ordinal, and the Thirty- 
nine Articles,—the special heritage of the Church of England, and, 
to a greater or less extent, received by all the Churches of our Com- 
munion. 

We desire that these standards should be set before the foreign 
Churches in their purity and simplicity. A certain liberty of treat- 
ment must be extended to the cases of native and growing Churches, 
on which it would be unreasonable to impose, as conditions of com- 
munion, the whole of the Thirty-nine Articles, colored as they are 
in language and form by the peculiar circumstances under which 
they were originally drawn up. On the other hand it would be 
impossible for us to share with them in the matter of Holy Orders, 
as in complete intercommunion, without satisfactory evidence that 
they hold substantially the same form of doctrine as ourselves. It 
ought not to be difficult, much less impossible, to formulate articles, 
in accordance with our own standards of doctrine and worship, the 
acceptance of which should be required of all ordained in: such 
Churches. 

We close this letter rendering our humble and hearty thanks to 
Almighty God for His great goodness toward us. We have been 
permitted to meet together in larger numbers than heretofore. Con- 
tributions of knowledge and experience have been poured into the 
common stock from all parts of the earth. We have realized, more 
fully than it was possible to realize before, the extent, the power, 
and the influence of the great Anglican Communion. We have felt 
its capacities, its opportunities, its privileges. In our common delib- 
erations we have tested its essential oneness amidst all varieties of 
condition and development. Wherever there was diversity of opin- 
ion among us, there was also harmony of spirit and unity of aim ; 
and we shall return to our several dioceses refreshed, strengthened, 
and inspired by the memories which we shali carry away. 

But the sense of thanksgiving is closely linked with the obliga- 
tion of duty. This fuller realization of our privileges as members of

the Anglican Communion carries with it a heightened sense of our 
responsibilities, which do not end with our own people or with the 
mission-field alone, but extend to all the Churches of God., The 
opportunities of an exceptional position call us to an exceptional 
work. It is our earnest prayer that all—clergy and laity alike— 
may take God’s manifest purpose to heart, and strive in their sey- 
eral stations to work it out in all its fulness. » 

With these parting words, we commend the results at which we 
have arrived in this Conference to your careful consideration, pray- 
ing that the Holy Spirit may direct your thoughts and lead you to 
all truth, and that our counsels may redound through your action 
to the glory of God and the increase of Christ’s kingdom.

RESOLUTIONS FORMALLY ADOPTED BY THE 
CONFERENCE. 


1. That this Conference, without pledging itself to all the state- 
ments and opinions embodied in the Report of the Committee on 


Intemperance, commends the Report to the consideration of’ the 


Church. 


2. That the Bishops assembled in this Conference declare that the 
use of unfermented juice of the grape, or any liquid other than true 
wine, diluted or undiluted, as the element in the administration of 
the cup in Holy Communion, is unwarranted by the example of Our 
Lord, and is an unauthorized departure from the custom of the 
Catholic Church. 


3. That this Conference earnestly commends to all those into 
whose hands it may come the Report on the subject of Purity, as 
expressing the mind of the Conference on this great subject.* 


4, (a) That, inasmuch as Our Lord’s words expressly forbid 
Divorce, except in the case of fornication or adultery, the Christian

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Church cannot recognize Divorce in any other than the excepted 
case, or give any sanction to the marriage of any person who has 
been divorced contrary to this law, during the life of the other 
party. 

(6) That under no circumstances ought the guilty party, in the 
case of a divorce for fornication or adultery, to be regarded, during 
the lifetime of the innocent party, as a fit recipient of the blessing 
of the Church on marriage. 

(c) That, recognizing the fact that there always has been a dif- 
ference of opinion in the Church on the question whether Our Lord 
meant to forbid marriage to the innocent party in a divorce for adul- 
tery, the Conference recommends that the Clergy should not be 
instructed to refuse the Sacraments or other privileges of the Church 
to those who, under civil sanction, are thus married. 


5. (a) That it is the opinion of this Conference that persons liv- 
ing in polygamy be not admitted to baptism, but that they be 
accepted as candidates aud kept under Christian instruction until 
such time as they shall be in a position to accept the law of Christ.* 

(5) That the wives of polygamists may, in the opinion of this 
Conference, be admitted in some cases to baptism, but that it must 
be left to the local authorities of the Church to decide under what 
circumstances they may be baptized.f 


6. (a) That the principle of the religious observance of one day 

in seven, embodied in the Fourth Commandment, is of Divine 
obligation. 

, (6) That, from the time of Our Lord’s Resurrection, the first 

day of the week was observed by Christians as a day of worship and 

rest, and under the name of “ The Lord’s Day,” gradually succeeded, 

as the great weekly festival of the Christian Church, to the sacred 

position of the Sabbath. 

(c) That the observance of the Lord’s Day as a day of rest, of 
worship, and of religious teaching has been a priceless blessing in all 
Christian lands in which it has been maintained. 

(d) That the growing laxity in its observance threatens a great 
change in its sacred and beneficent character. 

(e) That especially the increasing practice, on the part of some 
of the wealthy and leisurely classes, of making Sunday a day of 
secular amusement is most strongly to be deprecated.

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(f) That the most careful regard should be had to the danger 
of any encroachment upon the rest which, on this day, is the right 
of servants as well as their masters, and of the working classes as. 
well as their employers. ; 


7. That this Conference receives the Report drawn up by the 
Committee on the subject of Socialism, and submits it to the con- 
sideration of the Churches of the Anglican Communion. 


8. That this Conference receives the Report drawn up by the 
Committee on the subject of Emigration, and commends the sug- 
gestions embodied in it to the consideration of the Churches of the 
Anglican Communion. 


9. (a) That this Conference receives the Report drawn up by 
the Committee on the subject of the Mutual Relation of Dioceses 
and Branches of the Anglican Communion, and submits it to the 
consideration of the Church, as containing suggestions of much 
practical importance. 

(0) That the Archbishop of Canterbury be requested to give his 
attention to the Appendix attached to the Report, with a view to 
action in the direction indicated, if, upon consideration, His Grace 
should think such action desirable. 


10. That, inasmuch as the Book of Common Prayer is not the 
possession of one Diocese or Province, but of all, and that a revision 
in one portion of the Anglican Communion must therefore be exten- 
sively felt, this Conference is of opinion that no particular portion 
of the Church should undertake revision without seriously con- 
sidering the possible effect of such action on other branches of the 
Church. 


11. That, in the opinion of this Conference, the following 
Articles supply a basis on which approach may be, by God’s blessing, 
made towards Home Reunion: 

(a) The Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments, as 
‘‘containing all things necessary to salvation,” and as being the 
rule and ultimate standard of faith. 

(0) The Apostles’ Creed, as the Baptismal Symbol; and thie 
Nicene Creed, as the sufficient statement of the Christian faith. 

(c) The two Sacraments ordained by Christ Himself—Baptism 
and the Supper of the Lord—ministered with unfailing use of 
Christ’s words of Institution, and of the elements ordained by Him. 

(d) The Historic Episcopate, locally adapted in the methods of 
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its administration to the varying needs of the nations and peoples 
called of God into the Unity of His Church. 


12. That this Conference earnestly requests the constituted 
authorities of the various branches of our Communion, acting, so 
far aS may be, in concert with one another, to make it known that 
they hold themselves in readiness to enter into brotherly conference 
(such as that which has already been proposed by the Church in 
the United States of America) with the representatives of other 
Christian Communions in the English-speaking races, in order to 
consider what steps can be taken, either towards corporate Reunion, 
or towards such relations as may prepare the way for fuller organic 
unity hereafter. 


13. That this Conference recommends as of great importance, in 
tending to bring about Reunion, the dissemination of information 
respecting the standards of doctrine and the formularies in use in 
the Anglican Church; and recommends that information be dis- 
seminated, on the other hand, respecting the authoritative standards 
of doctrine, worship, and government adopted by the other bodies 
of Christians into which the English-speaking races are divided. 


14. That, in the opinion of this Conference, earnest efforts should 
be made to establish more friendly relations between the Scandi- 
navian and Anglican Churches ; and that approaches on the part of 
the Swedish Church, with a view to the mutual explanation of dif- 
ferences, be most gladly welcomed, in order to the ultimate establish- 
ment, if possible, of intercommunion on sound principles of ecclesi- 
astical polity. 

15. (a) That this Conference recognizes with thankfulness the 
dignified and independent position of the Old Catholic Church of 
Holland, and looks to more frequent brotherly intercourse to 
remove many of the barriers which at present separate us.* 

(0) That we regard it as a duty to promote friendly relations 
with the Old Catholic Community in Germany, and with the 
“ Christian Catholic Church ” in Switzerland, not only out of sym- 
pathy with them, but also in thankfulness to God who has strength- 
ened them to suffer for the truth under great discouragements, 
difficulties, and temptations ; and that we offer them the privileges 
recommended by the Committee under the conditions specified in 
its Report. * 


* Resolutions (A) (B) (C) (D) (E) were carried nemine contradicente. 
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(c) That the sacrifices made by the Old Catholics in Austria 
deserve our sympathy, and that we hope, when their organization 
is sufficiently tried and complete, a more formal relation may be 
found possible.* 

(d) That, with regard to the reformers in Italy, France, Spain, 
and Portugal, struggling to free themselves from the burden of 
unlawful terms of communion, we trust that they may be enabled 
to adopt such sound forms of doctrine and discipline, and to secure 
such Catholic organization as will permit us to give them a fuller 
recognition. ”* 

(e) That, without desiring to interfere with the rights of 
Bishops of the Catholic Church to interpose in cases of extreme 
necessity, we deprecate any action that does not regard primitive 
and established principles of jurisdiction and the interests of the 
whole Anglican Communion.* 


16. That, having regard to the fact that the question of the 
relation of the Anglican Church to the Unitas Fratrum, or Mora- 
vians, was remitted by the last Lambeth Conference to a Committee, 
which has hitherto presented no Report on the subject, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury be requested to appoint a Committee of 
Bishops who shall be empowered to confer with learned theologians, 
and with the heads of the Unitas Fratrum, and shall report to His 
Grace before the end of the current year, and that His Grace be 
requested to take such action on their Report as he shall deem right. 


17. That this Conference, rejoicing in the friendly communica- 
tions which have passed between the Archbishops of Canterbury 
and other Anglican Bishops, and the Patriarchs of Constantinople 
and other Hastern Patriarchs and Bishops, desires to express its 
hope that the barriers to fuller communion may be, in course of 
time, removed by further intercourse and extended enlightenment. 
The Conference commends this subject to the devout prayers of the 
faithful, and recommends that the counsels and efforts of our 
fellow-Christians should be directed to the encouragement of inter- 
nal reformation in the Eastern Churches, rather than to the draw- 
ing away from them of individual members of their Communion. 


18. That the Archbishop of Canterbury be requested to take 
counsel with such persons as he may see fit to consult, with a view 
to ascertaining whether it is desirable to revise the English version 
of the Nicene Creed or of the Quicunque Vult.t

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19, That, as regards newly-constituted Churches, especially in 
non-Christian lands, it should be a condition of the recognition of. 
them as in complete intercommunion with us, and especially of 
their receiving from us Episcopal Succession, that we should first 
receive from them satisfactory evidence that they hold substantially 
the same doctrine as our own, and that their Clergy subscribe 
Articles in accordance with the express statements of our own 
standards of doctrine and worship; but that they should not neces- 
sarily be bound to accept in their entirety the Thirty-nine Articles 
of Religion. 
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DRAFT OF PROPOSED CANON OF THE DISCIPLINE OF 
PRESBYTERS AND DEACONS. 


I, JURISDICTION. 


1. Jurisdiction over Presbyters and Deacons in respect to disci- 
pline belongs to Bishops by virtue of the authority inherent in 
the Episcopal Office. 

2. Original jurisdiction in the administration of discipline be- 
longs, in the case of the Presbyters and Deacons of a Diocese, to 
the Bishop of that Diocese. 

3. According to the practice of the Church, and general princi- 
ples of justice, such administration of discipline is to be in con- 
formity with fixed and recognized laws and rules of procedure. 

4. By ancient prescription, with the concurrence of the Bishop, 
and in accordance with the explicit guarantee of Art. 6, of the Con- 
stitution of General Convention, the formulation of such laws and 
rules, in respect to its own Presbyters and Deacons belongs, in this 
Diocese, to the Convention thereof. 

5. Canons of General Convention enacted in accordance with 
its Constitution are entitled to the obedience of the members of the 
Church in every Diocese having the right to be represented in that 
Convention ; and disobedience of such Canons makes the Presbyters 
and Deacons of this Diocese amenable to discipline equally with 
disobedience of the Constitutional Canons of this Diocese; but the 
duty of making provision for carrying into effect the discipline to 
which the Presbyters and Deacons of this Diocese may have become 
amenable in any case belongs only to the Convention thereof. 

6. The right of prescribing the mode of trial of Presbyters and 
Deacons guaranteed to this Convention by Art. 6 of the Consti- 
tution of General Convention, includes the right of prescribing 
the mode by which the judgment in such trial may require to be 
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reviewed and amended on appeal in order to its final ascertainment, 
so far as thisright may be exercised, according to the Constitution 
of the Church, without interference with inherent rights of the 
Hpiscopate ; and, with the concurrence of the Bishop, this Conven- 
tion has the same right to provide for the exercise of appellate juris- 
_ diction in regard to the discipline of its own Presbyters and Dea- 
cons, as it has to provide for the exercise of original jurisdiction. 

7. The consent of the Bishop, Clergy, and Laity of this Dio- 
cese is by the enactment of this Canon given to the appeal of its 
own Presbyters and deacons from any judgment of the Bishop, 
resulting from trial.had under this Canon to the judgment of a 
Synod of the Bishops of the five Dioceses within the State of New 
York ; and it is hereby enacted that any Presbyter or Deacon of this 
Diocese who shall have been adjudged by the Bishop, after trial in 
manner hereinafter prescribed, to receive sentence according to 
the terms of such judgment shall have the right to appeal from 
such judgment of the Bishop of this Diocese to the Synod of the 
said five Bishops whenever they shall have severally filed with the 
Secretary of this Convention their written consent to such joint 
Synodical action in the review of the like judgment of any of their 
number in his own Diocese; such appellate jurisdiction having been 
also consented to by the several Conventions of the said Dioceses 
other than this, and such consent being duly certified to this Con- 
vention. 

8. The jurisdiction of the Court of Appeal thus constituted 
shall extend to the determination of all questions of law which may 
have been decided on the trial and judgment provided for by this 
Canon, and as to the decision of which exception may have been 
taken at the time, and by the determination of such Appellate Court 
the decision of the Board of Trial hereinafter provided for and the 
judgment of the Bishop may be affirmed, or reversed, or modified in 
whole or in part, and such action shall be taken in every case tried 
in this Diocese as may be required by the determination of such 
Court of Appeal. Provided, nevertheless, that in every case where 
the determination of such Court involves the settlement of the faith 
held or the doctrine taught by the Church, the judgment of such 
Court of Appeal shall be subject to revision and redetermination by 
the House of Bishops in council assembled, and an appeal may be 
tuken in such cases only from the determination of such Court of 
Appeal to the House of Bishops as aforesaid, whenever that House 
may signify its readiness to receive such appeal, and in accordance 
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with such rules as the said House may see fit to provide for that 
purpose, 

9. When the Court of Appeal herein provided for shall have 
been duly constituted, and the evidence of such constitution shall 
have been certified to this Convention as above provided, an appeal 
in a case may be brought before such Court upon a written notice 
of appeal served by either party to the triai upon the Bishop of this 
Diocese at any time between the delivery of the judgment of the 
Bishop and the pronouncement of the sentence therein awarded ; 
such notice, so served upon the Bishop of the Diocese, shall operate 
to prevent the pronouncement of the sentence until after the 
determination of the Court of Appeal, the sentence thereafter to be 
pronounced being such as by that determination shall be designated. 
The notice of appeal shall set forth the grounds and reasons upon 
which the appeal is taken, and shall contain distinct statement of the 
relief sought by appeal. With the service of this notice of appeal 
upon all members of the Court of Appeal the case shall be deemed 
within the jurisdiction of that Court, and the manner of proceed- 
ing with the appeal shall be determined by such rules as that Court 
may adopt. 

10. Until such Court of Appeal shall have been constituted, the 
order in every case tried under this Canon is, that the sentence of 
the Bishop shall follow upon his judgment as in this eee pro- 
vided, and shall be final. 


II. OFFENCES. 


1. Offences for which a Presbyter or Deacon of this Diocese is 
amenable to discipline are of two kinds, and relate either to the 
breach of official duty, or to personal crime or immorality. 

2. Offences in regard to official duty are: 

(a) Disobedience in any instance of the law of the Church, 
expressed either in the Constitution of General Convention or 
Canons of General Convention enacted in accordance therewith, or in 
the Constitution or Canons of this Convention, or in the Rubrics of 
the Book of Common Praver. 

(0) The public teaching by speech or writing, or the persistent 
dissemination in any way contrary to the counsel of the Bishop, of 
such doctrine as is contrary to the faith or the doctrine of the 
Church, as contained in the Creeds, Prayers, Offices, Articles or 
other formularies of the Church set forth in the Book of Common 
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Prayer and Administration of the Sacraments and other Rites and 
Ceremonies of the Church, as established by General Convention in 
accordance with Article VIII. of its Constitution. 

(ce) The abandonment of the Communion of the Church by am 
open renunciation of the doctrine, discipline, or worship of the 
Church, or by a formal admission into any religious body not in 
communion with the same. 

(d) Continued absence fromthe Diocese for five years without 
transfer from, or a satisfactory reason given to the Kcclesiastical 
Authority thereof. 

(e) Any act which involves a breach of Ordination vows. 

3. Offences involving personal crime or immorality, are: 

(a) Any act committed contrary to the moral law of God. 

(6) Any act which under the law of the State of New York, is 
defined as felony. | 


IlI. PRESENTMENT AND TRIAL. 


i. Whenever the major part of the Vestry of any Parish in this 
Diocese shall, by formal instrument in writing addressed to the Bishop, 
charge the Rector or Minister thereof, being a Presbyter or Deacon 
canonically connected with this Diocese, with the commission of any 
of the offences hereinbefore designated ; or whenever three Presby- 
ters entitled to seats in this Convention shall in hke manner make 
such charge against any Presbyter or Deacon canonically connected 
with this Diocese;. or whenever the Bishop shall think that the 
interest of the Church requires him to institute a formal investigation 
of the question of the commission of any such offence by such Pres- 
byter or Deacon, it shall be the duty of the Bishop to appoint in 
writing a Board of Inquiry, consisting of three Presbyters and two 
Laymen, to examine and report to him whether there be in their 
judgment sufficient ground for presentment of the Presbyter or Dea- 
con designated in their appointment. 

2. For the purpose of this examination a majority of this Board 
of Inquiry shall be a quorum competent to meet and determine upon 
the report to the Bishop. If after examination of the charges pre- 
ferred, and of the nature of the evidence capable of being adduced in 
support of them, this Board shall consider that there is sufficient 
ground for the presentment of the Presbyter or Deacon accused, they 
shall present him to the Bishop for trial by an instrument in writing 
addressed to the Bishop, setting forth, (a) the nature of the offence 
charged against the accused, whether official or personal ; (d) the 

11 
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particular act or acts alleged to constitute such offence with rea- 
sonable certainty as to time, place and circumstance. 

3. If the offences charged be personal, or both official and per- 
sonal, this Board shall also nominate three or more lay communi- 
cants of the Diocese of New York, being of the profession of the law, 
either of whom they shall consider qualified to act as Prosecutor, and 
of those so nominated, that.one who shall be appointed by the Bishop 
and shall consent to serve, shall act as Prosecutor, representing in 
that capacity in the ensuing trial the Church of the Diocese of New 
York. 

4, The presentment having been received by the Bishop, he may 
allow it or dismiss it, or he may allow it in part and dismiss the resi- 
due, or he may permit it to be amended. If no action be taken upon 
it by the Bishop within twenty days after he shall have received if, 
it shall be deemed to be dismissed. 

5. If the offence charged be personal, or both official and personal, 
the Bishop shall deliver the Presentment, if not dismissed to the 
Prosecutor, and with it a listof twelve Presbyters entitled to seatsin 
this Convention, and not. parties to the Presentment, and deemed by 
the Bishop suitable to constitute a Board of Trial. The Prosecutor 
shall thereupon cause the accused to be served with a copy of the 
Presentment and list, and the accused shall, within ten days after 
such service, select five from the Presbyters named in the said list 
and notify the Bishop in writing of this selection ; and if he shall not 
give such notification within the time here allowed, then the Bishop 
shall select five Presbyters of the twelve nominated, and, their names 
being notified to the Prosecutor, the persons so named shall consti- 
tute the Board of Trial, and shall meet first at such time and place 
as the Bishop shall direct; and, a majority being present, shall pro- 
ceed with the trial, having power to adjourn from time to time, and 
from place to place, always within the Diocese, as they shall think 
necessary. ma 

(a) If the accused shall at the commencement or during the prog- 
ress of the trial, confess the facts charged in the Presentment, the 
Board shall render to the Bishop their decision that the accused is 
guilty upon his own confession, and shall state the penalty which they 
consider due to the offence. If the accused shall deny the facts 
charged in the Presentment, or if he shall not confess, the Board 
shall proceed with the trial. 

(4) The accused shall be entitled to be represented by such 
counsel as he may choose, being a communicant of the Church, and 
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of the profession of the law. or he may plead his own cause in per- 
son. If he choose to be represented by counsel he shall notify the 
prosecutor in writing of the name and address of such counsel at 
the time when he makes his election as to the members of the Board 
of Trial, or at the commencement of the trial, and thenceforth all 
papers required to be served upon the accused shall be served by 
delivery to his counsel, and he shall not plead his cause otherwise 
than through such counsel. 

(c) The Board of Trial shall have the right to associate with 
itself, to render such aid as may be needed in the determination of 
legal questions which may arise, from the time of the constitution 
of such Board until it shall have rendered its decision to the Bishop, 
a lay assessor who shall be a communicant of the Church and of 
the profession of the law, entitled to practice in the courts of the 
State of New York. 

(d) If the accused shall not appear at the time and place 
appointed for the trial, either personally or by counsel, the Board 
shall proceed to hear such evidence as the prosecutor may produce, 
and such further evidence as they may think proper to consider, 
and shall render to the Bishop their decision thereupon, with 
designation of sentence, as if the accused had been present; and if 
the accused be present, the Board shall hear also such evidence as 
he may have to offer in his own defense. 

(e) The Board of ‘rial shall have the right to determine upon 
the admissibility of evidence, according to established principles 
of the law of evidence as recognized in the practice of the courts 
of the State of New York. And all evidence which shall be 
admitted shall be reduced to writing, and signed by the witnesses 
respectively, and some officer authorized by law to administer oaths 
shall administer to the witnesses respectively an oath or affirmation 
that the evidence which they are about to give in the pending 
trial shall be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 
concerning the facts charged in the presentment. 

(f) Upon the application of either party, it being made to 
appear satisfactorily that any material witness cannot be procured 
upon the trial, the Board may appoint a commissary to take the 
testimony of such witness or witnesses. Such commissary may be 
either a clergyman,or a layman, and the party so applying shall give 
to the other at least six days’ notice of the time and place of taking 
the testimony, and if the person on whom the notice shall be served 
-hall reside more than forty miles from the place of examination, 
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an additional day’s notice shall be given for every additional twenty 
miles of said distance. Both parties may attend and examine the 
witness, and the questions and answers shall be reduced to writing, 
and signed by the witness, and shall be certified by the commissary 
and transmitted inclosed under his seal to the Board, and, subject 
to their determination as to its admissibility, as in the case of other 
evidence, shall be received and considered on the trial. A witness 
examined before such commissary shall be sworn or affirmed in 
manner aforesaid. | 

(g), The Board of Trial having heard the parties, and deliber- 
ately considered. the evidence, shall declare, in a writing signed by 
them, or a majority of them, their decision on the charges con- 
tained in the presentment, distinctly stating whether the accused is 
guilty or not guilty of such charges respectively, and also designat- 
ing the sentence which, in their opinion, should be pronounced. 
This decision shall be addressed to the Bishop, and delivered to 
him without delay, and with it the papers and evidence in the case. 

(i) The Bishop, if he be satisfied that justice requires it, may 
grant a new trial to the accused ; in which case a new Board of 
Trial shall be constituted in the same manner as the former Board, 
and the new trial shall proceed in accordance with the provisions 
above made for the first trial. | 

(7) If the Bishop be satisfied that the decision lodged with him 
is just, and sustained by the evidence, he shall deliver his judgment 
founded thereupon and awarding such canonical sentence as may 
seem to him proper, provided that it does not exceed in severity the 
sentence recommended by the decision of the Board. 

(7) The judgment of the Bishop shall be in writing, and shall 
form the completion of the record which, in case of appeal accord- 
ing to the provisions of this Canon, shall be brought before the 
Appellate Court for revision. 

(<) The Bishop shall cause a certified copy of this judgment to 
be served upon the accused, and with it a notice to him to appear 
and receive sentence in some Church within the Diocese, and on a 
day not less than ten from the time of service of such notice. 

(7) The Church thus designated shall, for the purpose of this 
proceeding, be open to all who may choose to attend, and at the 
hour appointed the sentence shall be formally pronounced by the 
Bishop in the presence of three Presbyters of this Diocese, appointed 
for the purpose by the Bishop; and after the sentence shall have been 
so pronounced a statement of the fact in writing shall be made and 
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signed by the Bishop and by three Presbyters as witnesses, and 
the whole record shall thereupon be lodged with the Registrar of the 
Convention, to be preserved among the. archives of the Diocese. 

6. If the offence charged in the presentment relates to a 
breach of official duty only, the Bishop shall have the accused 
personally served with a copy of such presentment as allowed by him, 
and shall notify the accused to make answer in writing to the 
charges therein contained, and to return such answer to him within 
twenty days from the time of the service of the copy; of the pre- 
sentment. With such written answer the accused may signify to the 
Bishop in writing his desire to. be personally heard in his own 
defence ; and in that case the presenters also shall have the right to be 
heard in support of the presentment, and if either party be repre- 
sented by counsel, the other party may also be so represented. 

(a) At such time and place within this Diocese as may be 
appointed by him, not more than ten days from the receipt of the 
answer, the hearing shall be had before the Bishop, in whose dis- 
cretion it shall be to make such adjournments as may be necessary. 

(6) Upon the presentment and answer, and such evidence as the 
parties may offer, subject to the ruling of the Bishop, and such 
additional evidence as he may require, or, in case the party do not 
personally appear before him, upon the presentment and answer and 
such evidence in support of either as he may think proper to con- 
sider, the case shall be decided by the Bishop, and in accordance 
with such decision he shall proceed to deliver his judgment ; and if 
he determine the accused is guilty of the offences charged, his judg- 
ment shall designate the sentence to be pronounced uvon the 
accused. 

(c) If the judgment of the Bishop designate sentence of sus- 
pension or deposition, such sentence shall be carried out provided 
that such judgment be in this respect concurred in by a vote of 
three-fourths of the Standing Committee of the Diocese; such con-: 
current judgment being based upon the record of the presentment, 
answer, evidence, and judgment, and upon such other evidence as 
the Standing Committee may think proper to consider. 

(d) If the judgment of the Bishop require the concurrent judg- 
ment of the Standing Committee,, a copy of the record above men- 
tioned, certified by the Bishop, shall be delivered to the Secretary of 
the Standing Committee, who shall lay it before the Standing Com- 
mittee at the next meeting after he shall have received it, and who 
shall deliver to the Bishop a certified copy of the concurrent judg- 
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ment within ten days after it shall have been given by the Standing 
Committee ; and upon the receipt of such concurrent judgment the 
Bishop shall proceed to pass the sentence which his judgment 
awarded. But if such judgment be not concurred in as aforesaid, 
he shall pronounce the sentence of admonition. 

(e) The judgment of the Bishop rendered upon his own 
decision in cases where the offense charged is official, shall have 
the same force and effect as his judgment in other cases based upon 
the decision of the Board of Trial, and all subsequent proceeding 
both in regard to appeal therefrom, if any be taken, and in regard to 
the pronouncement of sentence, shall be the same as those in this 
Canon before provided in such. cases. . 

7. All notices and papers required by this Canon to be served 
shall be delivered into the hands of the persons for whom they are 
respectively intended, and the fact of such service, if not admitted, 
shall be proved by the affidavit of the person by whom the service 
was made ; provided, nevertheless, that in any case where, after dili- 
gent search, the person to be served cannot be found, it shall be 
deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper if it be left at 
his last known place of residence. 

8. The Treasurer of the Diocesan Fund is authorized to pay 
out of that fund any expense which he may be satisfied has been 
legitimately incurred in carrying out any of the provisions of this 
Canon, or which the Bishop may certify in writing to have been so 
incurred. 

IV. SENTENCES. 

1. The sentence to be inflicted in any casé arising under this 
Canon shall be either admonition, suspension, or deposition from 
the sacred ministry. 

2. Such sentence shall be pronounced only by the Bishop, and in 
the manner in this Canon before described; and when the sen- 
tence of deposition shall have been pronounced, it shall be the duty 
of the Bishop to notify every Minister and Vestry in this Diocese, 
and every Bishop of the Church, having jurisdiction in these 
United States, or, where there is a vacancy in the Episcopate of any 
Diocese, the Standing Committee of such Diocese. 

3. If the sentence be of suspension, such sentence shall specify 
on what terms orat what time such penalty shall cease, and notice 
of such sentence shall be given to every Minister and Vestry of 
this Diocese, and to such of the Bishops having jurisdiction out 
of this Diocese as the Bishop thereof shall think necessary.

The chancel of Trinity Church was greatly enriched Christmas Day (1887) by gifts from mem - 
bers of the Parish. These consisted of an altar, a chancel rail, and acredencetable. They are of 
oak, the chancel rail having brass supports, and were made by Geissler, of New York. The cre- 
dence table was the gift of Mr. John Taylor. The altar and chancel rail were given by Mr. J. E. 
West, one of the Wardens of the Parish, ‘‘in memory of a child in Paradise.’’ The front of the 
altar is divided into three panels. The center panel contains the Lamb and seven seals of the 
Apocalypse. On either side of this are carved the Seraphim with folded wings. Above the capi- 
tals of the two pillars are carved the Greek letters Alpha and Omega. On the Epistle end is the 
inscription: ‘‘ March 17th, 1863. R. M. W., Aug. 8th, 1864,’ and the text, ‘‘ And Jesus called 
a little child unto Him,” and on the Gospel end is cut the text, St. Matthew, 18:10. The re-table 
bears the inscription, ‘‘ Holy, Holy, Holy,’ and the whole is surmounted by a polished brass 
cross, in memory of the Rev. C. B. Coftin, sometime Rector of the Parish. At the foot of the cross 
stands a little vase of brass, given by four children, in memory of Margaret A. Sill, formerly a 
member of the Parish. Rector and people are thankful to Almighty God that He has put into 
the hearts of His servants thus to beautify the place where His Presence dwelleth. 

The Parish has suffered a great loss in the removal of Mr. John Taylor, for fifteen years a 
Church Warden.

Inham, the architect. In August Mr. Gouverneur Morris, to whom the Parish is indebted for the 
church edifice and beautiful grounds surrounding it, was removed from the scene of his earthly 
labors by the Great Head of the Church, leaving behind him an enviable reputation for sterling 
integrity, Christian philanthropy, and great personal worth. In his death the Parish and the 
community in which he had resided the most of his life mourn the loss of a beloyed friend and 
an honored and respected citizen. Mr. Morris’ remains rest in his family vault adjoining the 
Parish Church. During the year the work of St. Ann’s Church has gone on increasing in 
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extent, and we trust in usefulness, while the prospect for a large increase of members in the 
near future is very favorable. The receipts of the Church meet its current expenses, and there 
are no incumbrances of any kind upon its large and valuable property.

The new church for which the rector broke ground on the 19th day of July, 1887, and of 
which the corner-stone was laid September 25, 1887, was consecrated by the Rt. Rev. Henry 
C. Potter, D.D., LL.D., D.C.L., on Tuesday, May 15, 1888. There is now in process of construc- 
tion a tower, with spire, which is to be built of Long Meadow brown-stone, and is to attain a 
height of one hundred and twenty feet. Mr. Albert Tower, a member of the Vestry, who con- 
tributed $45,006 toward the building fund of the church, has assumed the entire cost of this 

_structure, thus making his total contribution about $72,000. The architect is Mr. William A. 
Potter, of New York City, and the builders are George Mertz & Sons, of Portchester, N. Y. 
Church and tower when completed will have cost about $120,000. The old church edifice at 
the corner of Market and Church Streets is to be taken down, and thesite which has been pur- 
chased by the State of New York, is to be occupied by an armory. The fact that this purchase 
money, together with certain sums due from other sources, has not yet been paid, accounts in 
part for the seeming discrepancy between receipts and expenditures.

CONSTITUTION 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


DIOCESE OF NEW YORK; 


As Adopted October 11, 1796 ; and Amended October 17, 1827 ; October 2, 1834 ; 
October 4, 1839; September 29, 1843; September 26, 1850 ; rau! 
28, 1860 ; and September 28, 1882. 


ARTICLE I. 


THERE shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in this Diocese on the last Wednesday in September in each year, 
in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop for the time 
being ; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Hpis- 
copate, by the Standing Committee. In the event of the prevalence 
of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause occurring after 
the designation of the place of the meeting of the Annual Conven- 
tion, the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy 
in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee may appoint another 
place for the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IL. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when 
_ he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church; and shall do 
so when applied to for that purpose by the Standing Committee ; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee 
shall have power to call a Special Convention. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Convention shail be composed of the officiating Ministers 
regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church 
17 


é 
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which is in union with this Convention ; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregativn ; and Clergymen employed as 
Missionaries under the direction of this Convention; and Clergymen 


engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in any College, Acad- 


emy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, may be 
members of the Convention. No clergyman, however, shall have a 
right to a seat in the Convention unless he has been canonically 
resident in this Diocese for the period of six months immediately pre- 
ceding the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon ; 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of 
his inability to act, or a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention; but in case of a 
vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President 
from among the Clergy. 


ARTICLE VI. 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain in 
office until the meeting of the next Convention. His duty shall be 
to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their journals and 
records, to attest the public acts of the body, and faithfully to de- 
liver into the hands of his successor all books and papers, relative to 
the concerns of the Convention, which may be in his possession. 
It shall also be his duty to give due notice to each Minister and 
Vestry of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the suc- 
ceeding Convention. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by congregations; 
and when.more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
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of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of such Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or’Chapel ; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two orders shall vote separately in the manner aforesaid, 
and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be necessary 
to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the two 


orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the. mode last pre- 
scribed. | 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and 
considered in the Convention; and, if approved of, shall lie over to 
the next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Con- 
vention by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, 
the change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered shall be 
valid and obligatory.

tember 25, 1873; September 28, 1877; September 26, 1884; October 1, 
1885; September 80 and October 1, 1886 ; September 29, 1887, and Sep- 
tember 27, 1888. 


CANON I. 
A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Src. 1. Within one week before the meeting of every Convention 
of this Diocese, the Bishop, or, in case there be no Bishop, or of his 
inability or disability to act, then the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese, shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Min- 
isters of the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in 
this Diocese, annexing the names of their respective Cures, or Par- 
ishes, or Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or 
other Seminaries of Learning in which they are engaged ; or in regard 
to those who are not engaged in Parishes, Missions or Institutions of 
learning, as above, their places of residence only; but no Olergymen, 
while suspended from the Ministry shall have a place on’ the said — 
list. And such list shall be laid before the Convention on the first 
day of meeting, and be prefixed to the Journal. In said list, or one 
appended thereto, shall be declared the names of those clergy entitled 
to seats in the Convention under Article III. of the Constitution. 
This list or record shal] be taken as presumptive evidence of the right 
of those only whose names shall appear thereon ; liable, however, to — 
be rebutted by other evidence satisfactory to the Convention. 


CANON II. 


Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 


Src. 1. The right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to a seat in 
the Convention shall, if disputed or claimed, be determined accord- 
ing to the provision of the third Article of the Constitution by the 
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Convention itself; whether his name be inserted in the list aforesaid, 
or omitted. 


Src. 2. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the second 
Section of Canon XXX. of the General Convention of 1832, being 
now Canon XIV., Section 1 [2], Title1, all certificates that shall be 
transmitted to him by the Bishop of the Diocese of the settlement 
of any Minister in any Church or congregation incorporated since 
April, 1813, or hereafter to be incorporated, under any law of the 
State of New York, other than the General Act for the Incorpora- 
tion of Churches passed April, 1813, and its amendments, which 
has been, or hereafter may be, admitted into union with the Church 
in this Diocese; provided, that such certificate be such as is required 
in Canon XIV., Section 1, Title 1, of the “‘ Digest,” except that 
the same may be signed bythe presiding and recording officers of 
the body: electing the Minister; and provided further, that the 
Bishop shall have endorsed on such certificate, that ne is satisfied 
that such Minister is a qualified Minister of this Church. And in 
case of a contested right to aseat in the Convention of any Clergy- 
men who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in this 
Diocese, after the passuge of this Canon, the evidence of settlement 
Shall consist in the said record ; or in the production to the Conven- 
tion of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded as 
aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop, or of the Stand- 
ing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person so 
chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church. 


Src. 3. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil- 
ity to act, from a majority of the Clerical Members of the Standing 
Committee, duly convened, a certificate that he has been received 
into this Diocese, in compliance with the Canon of the General Con- 
vention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary to be recorded 
in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of 
the contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Minister 
who may be received into this Diocese, the production of such record, 
or of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowledgment 
of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence of regular 
admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, shall there- 
upon be recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 
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Sno. 4. In case of acontested right to a seat in the Convention 
of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence 
of such employment shall consist in the written certificate ofthe 
Bishop; or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the Chair- 
man of the Missiénary Committee of the Diocese. . 


Sec. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention, — 
of a Clergyman claiming such right, by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of Youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is so employed. 

Src. 6. (I.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall 
be appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to 
law. 


(II.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting heldin his absence, then such certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Clerk 
of the Vestry. The certificate must show upon its face that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which 
he is appointed to represent. 


(III.) The evidence of appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having no Vestry shall be a certificate signed be the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or congregation as 
a Lay Delegate; that he is a Lay member of such Church or con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons. 
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(IV.) No other certificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate than such as is above required shall be allowed or 
received, 


Sec. 7. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled to vote for 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to 
represent. 


Sec. 8. A copy of the sixth and seventh sections of this Canon 
shall be annually transmitted by the Secretary of the Convention, 
together with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of 
Lay Delegates, to every Church in this Diocese in union with the 
Convention, in the same manner with the notice which, by the Con- 
stitution, he is or may be required to give of the time and place 
appointed for the meeting of the succeeding Convention. 


Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conven- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
the Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 6 and 7 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


Src. 10. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
gregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 


Src. 11. If the President ex officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call 
the members who present themselves to order, when the Senior 
Presbyter present entitled to a seat in the Convention shall take 
the chair, and shall preside until a President be elected, as provided 
by Article V. of the Constitution. 

Sec. 12. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to 
seats. 

Src. 13. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose 
election has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 9 of this 
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Canon. The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the Credentials of the Lay Dele- 
gates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll-made oe the 
Secretary. 


Src. 14. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty 
Delegates) being present, the President ex officio, if present, shall 
declare the Convention duly organized. If he be not present, or 
unable to act, the temporary President shall direct that the mem- 
bers proceed to vote for a President, as provided in Article V. of 
the Constitution, which election shall be by ballot, unless dispensed 
with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The President, 
being elected, shall declare the Convention organized for business. 


Sec. 15. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of a 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. ‘The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names to 
the Convention. 


Sec. 16. The existing Rules of Order, so far as ‘they are appli- 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose ; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organization, 
until altered by the Convention. 


CANON IIL. 
Of the Call of the Convention. 

Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an 
advertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Chureh 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called 


for any particular purpose, it halt be the duty of the Rass | 


in the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 


CANON IV. 
Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the Sioes8 
in this Diocese, and Maintaining such Union. 


Sec. 1, Every Church or congregation desiring admission as a 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese shall present a 
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written application therefur to the Convention, together with a copy 
of the resolution of the Vestry, or of the congregation authorizing 
such application ; in which resolution the said Church, by its Vestry 
or congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to, and observe 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders and regula- 
tions of the Convention ; which copy shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of the congregation — 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church duly recorded, or a copy thereof cer- 
tified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the same ; 
and also by a Certificate of the Bishop, or in case of his absence, or 
of his inability or disability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, 
of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of the Incorpo- 
ration of said Church, and that such Church, in his or their judg- 
ment, is duly and satisfactorily established ; and every Church or 
congregation applying for admission shall produce satisfactory evi- 
dence that not less than twenty-five persons, members of such Church, 
have habitually, for at least one year preceding such application, 
attended divine service in such Church or congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save the 
General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, shall — 
declare, upon its face, that the Church or congregration is a Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such in com- 
munion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of New 
York. 


Seo. 2 (1.). No application for the admission of a Parish into 
union. with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least thirty days 
_ before the meeting of the Convention. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention, to deliver to 
a Committee, to be annually appointed (to be called the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), all applications 
for admission into union which shall have been received by him, to 
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be by such Committee examined, considered and reported upon to 
the Convention, 


Src. 3. Whenever any Parish, in union with this Convention 
shall neglect for three years in succession to make a Parochial 
Report, no Missionary Report being made on its behalf, and shall 
not, during the same period, have employed a Clergyman as its Par- 
ish Minister, nor requested of the Ecclesiastical authority to have the 
services of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having for- 
feited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer have 
a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application. to 
the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such 
admission. 


CANON V. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Src. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen by 
ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall con- 
tinue in office until a new election is made. 


Src. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the Secre- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the General 
Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, a 
copy of the Journal of the Convention ; and shall request the last to 
send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Sec. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in-the third Section of the 
ViIIth Canon of their General Convention of 1835,* a certificate to 
be signed by himself, containing a list of the Clergymen in this Dio- 
cese, and the amount of funds paid or secured to be paid (distinguish- 
ing them) to the General. Theological Seminary, together with the 
nomination of Trustees of that Seminary ; and also a like certificate 
of the appointment of Clerical and Lay Deputies.

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Src. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the third 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 


SEc. 5. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


CANON VI. 
Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


SEc. 1, At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the coilection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated, 


SEc. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Conven- 
tion, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its au- 
thority. 


Src. 3. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VII. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Whereas, by the XXIXth Canon of the General Convention of 
1832,* it is made the duty of each Clergyman of this Church. to 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Mar- 
riages, and Funerals within his Cure, agreeably to such rules as 
may be provided by the Convention of the Diocese where his Cure 
lies : it is hereby ordered, that, 


Src. 1. The Record shall specify the name, and time of the birth 
of the child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors ; 
the name of the adult baptized ; the names of the parties married ; 
the names of the persons buried ; and also the time when each rite 
was performed. ‘These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a

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book to be provided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of 
each Church ; which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be 
preserved by the Vestry asa part of the records of the Church, 

The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure as 
nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall also keep a list of the fami- 
lies and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable; and also an 
accurate list of the persons confirmed from time to time by the 
Bishop. 

Sze. 2. And whereas, by the VIIth Garon of the General Con- 
vention of 1835,* every Minister of this Chureh shall present, or 
cause to be delivered, on or before the first day of every Annual Con- 
vention, to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, when there is no Bishop, 
to the President of the Convention, a statement of the number of 
Baptisms, Confirmations and Funerals ; and of the number of com- 
municants in his Parish or Church, and of all other matters that 
may throw light on the state of the same; it is hereby further or- 
dered, that in reporting the number of Communicants, he shall 
distinguish the additiuns, removals and deaths, since the last 
report. 


Suc. 3. In every case where a Parish is destitute of a Minister, 
the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per- 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual 
Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop by 
the Wardens of the Parish. . 


CANON VIII. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 


Whereas, by the fifth Section of Canon VII. of the General Con- 
vention of 1835,+ “it is recommended that the Ecclesiastical author- 
ity of the Church in every Diocese prepare a condensed report and 
a tabular view of the state of the Church in their Diocese, previously 
to the meeting of every General Convention, for the purpose of aid- 
ing the Committee on the State of the Church, appointed by the 
House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, in drafting their report ; there- 
fore, a Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be ap- 
pointed at the stated meeting of the same next before every stated

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meeting of the General Convention, to assist the Bishop in prepar- 
ing a report of the state of the Church in this Diocese, and a list of 
the Clergy, to be presented to the General Convention. 


CANON IX. 


Va 


Of Deputies to the General Convention. 


.SxEc. 1. The Convention shall, at each second regular annual 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven- 
tion elect, by the concurrent ballot of the Clerical and Lay members, 
four Clergymen and four Laymen to act as Deputies from this Dio- 
cese to the General Convention. It shall also, in like manner, 
elect four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional Deputies, 
to act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Deputies and Pro- 
visional Deputies shall hold their respective stations until successors 
are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional Deputies, for 
any General Convention which may be held during their continu- 
ance in office. 


Src. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from 
the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Depaties or Provisional 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall be 
supplied by any Convention, during or prior to which such vacancy 
shall occur. 


Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten- 
tion to perform its duties; in default of which the Bishop shall desig- 
nate from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation of the 
Diocese. And the Bishop shall in like manner designate from the 
same list of Provisional Deputies one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated 
by the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of elvis duly elected by the 
Convention. 


Sec. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
of the Bishop to act, the power conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 
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CANON X. 


Of the Standing Committee. 


Whereas by Canon IV. of the General Convention of 1832 * it 
is required that there shall be a Standing Committee, to be appointed 
by the Convention in each Diocese, whose duties, except so far as 
provided for by the Canons of the General Convention, may be pre- 
scribed by the Canons of the respective Dioceses; therefore, in addi- 
tion to the Canons of the General Convention touching Standing 
Committees, it is hereby declared that the Standing Committee in 
the Diocese of New York shall be constituted in the manner and 
perform the duties hereinafter prescribed. 


Sec. 1. At every stated Convention an election of a Standing 
Committee shall be made ; which Committee shall consist of four of 
the Clergy and four of the Laity, to be chosen by ballot, and by the 
concurrent vote of the members of each order. Vacancies in said 
Committee, occurring by death or otherwise, shall be supplied by 
the concurrent vote of the Clerical members and Lay members of 
the Committee, | 


Sec. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability or 
disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by the 
Bishop in matters of discipline shall be performed by the Standing 
Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties are 
or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon the Clerical 
members of said Gorn itiees ; in which cases such powers and duties 
shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone; provided, that 
no sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergyman but by a Bishop. 


Sec. 3. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 
Clergyman, shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secre- 
tary. 


Sec. 4, Should a stated Convention, from any cause, not be held 
at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be held, but 
no election be made pursuant to Section 1 of this Canon, then the 
last Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the duties 
of the office until a new election takes place.

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.CANON XI. 
Of Vacant Parishes. 


SEC. 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant, it shall be the duty of 
the Vestry to give immediate notice thereof to the Bishop. 


Sec. 2. The Bishop shall appoint those of the Clergy in the Dio- 
cese who can with most convenience discharge the duty to supply 
such vacant Parishes as have been reported to him, at such times as 
may be deemed convenient and proper; and at every Convention, 
the Clergy so appointed shall be called on for an account of the ful- 
fillment of the duty, and to make a full report concerning the state 
of the Parishes which they have visited. It shall be the duty of such 
vacant Parishes thus supplied to defray all the expenses incident to 
such occasional services. 


CANON XII. 
Of the Establishment of New Places of Public Worship. 


In places where the Church is already established, no new Parish 
shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or new con- 
gregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, 
Chapel, or congregation be changed without the written consent of 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of the Standing 
Committee. But such action of the Standing Committee shall not 
be taken until previous notice has been given to the Rectors and Ves- 
tries of the three Churches or congregations whose places of public 
worship shall be nearest to the site proposed for the new place of wor- 
ship, and until at least one month has been allowed such Rectors and 
Vestries to present any objections they may have. 

In places where the Church is not established, the written consent 
of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Standing Committee, shall be sufficient for the formation 
of a new Parish. 


CANON XIII. 
Concerning Elections. 


Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, may be dis- 
pensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention. And when an 
election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each order shall be 
necessary to a valid election. 
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CANON XIV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


Src. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this Dio- 
cese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter contrib- 
uted or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the invest- 
ment thereof, shall be intrusted to the Corporation entitled “The 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New York,” incor- 
porated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of New York passed 
May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said corporation shall be five 
in number, who shall be appointed by, and shall hold their offices 
during the pleasure of, the Convention, and all vacancies occurring 
in their number shall be filled up by the Convention. 


Sxc. 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese to cause an annual collection 
or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the fund 
for the support of the Episcopate; and in the case of a vacant Parish, 
this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The amount 
of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to the Treas- 
urer of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be reported by 
the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated meeting thereof, 
after such collection or contribution shall have been made, and shall 
be entered on its Journals. 


Sec. 3. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall be con- 


sidered as in lieu-of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
Canon. 


Sc. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said ‘Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stocks of 
the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New 
York, at their discretion ; and all securities and investments shall be 
taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they 
shall have power, from time to time, to change such investments. 
A statement, exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities, 
together with all receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to the 
Convention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, 
or a majority of them. | | 
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Ssc. 5. The former Canon XIII., ‘‘ Of the Episcopal Fund,” is 
hereby repealed. 


CANON XV. 
Of the Diocesan Fund. 


Sxo. 1. Whereas, it is indispensable to provide a fund for defray- 
ing the necessary expenses of the Convention, and particularly the 
expenses of those of the Clergy who may haye to travel from a dis- 
tance to the. Convention, it is hereby required of every congrega- 
tion in this Diocese to pay to the Treasurer of the Convention, on 
or before the day of its annual meeting, a contribution of not less 
than two per cent. on the amount of the salary of its Clergyman ; 
unless it shall be otherwise ordered by the preceding Convention ; 
which fund shall, from time to time, be appropriated in part by a 
committee of the Convention to the purposes above mentioned. 


Ngo. 2. And whereas, by Canon I., §5, Title II., of the Digest of 
the Canons of the General Convention of 1838,* it is made the duty 
of the several Diocesan Conventions to forward to the Treasurer of 
the General Convention, at each meeting of the same, two dollars t 
for each clergyman within the Diocese, for the purpose of defraying 
the contingent expenses of the said Convention ; therefore, it shall 
be the duty of the Committee appointed to appropriate the moneys 
paid into the Diocesan Fund, to retain annually out of such moneys 
one dollar for each Clergyman in this Diocese. The moneys thus 
arising shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Convention, to be by 
him paid over to the Treasurer of the General Convention at each 
meeting of the same. 


Sec. 3, A copy of the first section of this Canon shall be trans- 
mitted annually to every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of 
the Convention ; and a list of the Churches which have not paid the 
sum required therein, in the year ending with the annual Conven- 
tion, shall be presented and read to the next ensuing Convention by 
the ‘Treasurer. 

CANON XVI. 


Of Contributions for Theological Education and Other Church Objects. 

Sxc. 1. (I.) In every Parish of the Diocese provision shall be 
made for at least monthly Church offerings, by collection and other- 
wise, for Theological Education, Diocesan Missions, and other

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Church objects, it being the. duty of the Clergyman to give due 
notice to the congregation of the time and object of such offerings 
or collections, and also to calltheir attention to the importance and 
claims of the respective objects to which the offerings are about: to be 
applied. | 

(II.) The amount of the Church offerings or collections, with the 
exception of such portions, not exceeding one-fourth, as may be 
retained by decision of the Rector or Wardens for parochial and 
other purposes, shall be forwarded by the Rector or Minister, as 
often as conveniently may be, but at least once in six months, to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, specifying the objects to which the 
same shall be applied, or sent directly to the Treasurers respectively 
of the various funds for which they are destined ; the amount and 
destination of all such contributions to form a distinct item in the 
Annual Parochial Report. 

(III.) This Canon, so far as relates to the prescribed form of 
Church offerings, phall not be deemed imperative on any Parish that 
has another system for its contributions. 

Sec. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may iy raised 
under this Canon for the education of young men for Holy Orders 
is hereby committed to the incorporated society styled ‘‘ The Prot- 
estant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and Learning in 
the State of New York,” which shali make a full annual report to 
the Convention of the application of all moneys paid into its treasury 
under the provisions of this Canon, or by the T'reasurer of the Con- 
vention from any source. 

Sec. 3. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that the 
New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society and the New 
York Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for Seamen 
in the City and Port of New York are to be reckoned among the 
Church charities for which provision is to be made, so that each 
congregation in the city of New York shall make annual contribu- 
tions to one of these Societies. 


Sec. 4. The former Canon No. XV. is hereby repealed. 


CANON XVII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Sec. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shall be con- 
sidered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 
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Sze. 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be con- 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. ' 


(II.) The Convention shall be the-Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such, as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


Sec. 3. (I.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named respectively 


1. ‘I'he Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


a Lhe Fowsuccknator of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond. 


3. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam and Rockland. 


4, The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster and Sullivan. 


5. Jthe Archdeaconry of Duchess, comprising the County of 
Duchess, 


(II.) The members of each “Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with three Lay Delegates from 
each Parish, elected in the same manner as the Delegates to the Dio- 
cesan Convention. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry [1] to 
search out the religious needs of its own district, and to conduct 
and provide for such Missionary Work as may be undertaken by it, 
within its own limits, and to apportion among the several Parishes 
the amount necessary to be raised for the same; [2] to nominate 
to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other agents 
of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries ; [3] to have full man- 
agement of its funds; [4] to provide that careful statistics as to the 
population and condition of communities and the resultsof Mission- 
ary Work be collected and preserved. 


(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdeaconry 
shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Archdea- 
conry at aregular meeting, and shall continue in office until his 
successor be appointed. It shall be his duty [1] to superintend all 
Missionary Work conducted by the Archdeaconry; [2] to have 
direction of all Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions ; [38] to 
make full and regular reports of the same to the Archdeaconry ; and 
[4] in the absence of the Bishop to preside at all meetings. 
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(IV.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws; elect 
annually its Secretary and Treasurer, both of whom shall be chosen 
from members of the Archdeaconry who are at the time of their elec- 
tion to such office entitled to a seat in the Convention ; and make 
before the Annual Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions a 
full report of its year’s work to the Board of Managers hereinafter 
described. 


Src. 4. [I.] There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, which 
Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New 
York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries and 
''reasurers, and also five clergymen and five laymen, elected by ballot 
at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


[II.] Itshall be the duty of this Board of Managers, [1] to decide, 
with the approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole sum 
voted by the Diocese shall be raised by, and what proportion shall be 
expended by each Archdeaconry ; [2] to devise general plans for mak- 
ing Mission Work more effective, and developing a greater Mission- 
ary interest throughout the Diocese; [3] to send to the Diocesan 
Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report containing the 
following items : 


a. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 
b. ‘The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 


e. An account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising 
all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 


d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums contributed 
by each Parish to Diocesan Missions. ; 


e, An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. 


[I1I.] Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 
called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the Bishop, 
one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the meeting to 
preside. 


Sec. 5. Canon No. XV., so far as it relates to Diocesan Missions, 
is hereby-repealed, and this'Canon shall take effect immediately. - 
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CANON XVIII. 
Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. 


Sec. 1. Five lay trustees shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
vention, who with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be called 
the Trustees of the Fund for the Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 


Src. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above-named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation or otherwise, during the 
recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining Trus- 
tees. ; 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds: 

Ist: The fund now provided for the relief of aged and infirm 
clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter be 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 

2d: A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the relief 
of widows and children of deceased clergymen of the Diocese, together 
with any accumulation accruing from the investment thereof. | 

3d: A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the effecting of life insurance by clergymen of the 
Diocese, together with any accumulation accruing from the invest- 
ment thereof. 


Sec. 4. It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to receive 
applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled to receive 
aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to apply such relief 
or assistance as follows: ) 

Ist: As to the fund for aged and infirm clergymen, to apply such 
relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, the limitations 
indicated in the report of the Special Committee made to the Annual 
Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other rules and regu- 


*<<(q), Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund; the 
proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop, 
and three lay trustees to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. 
If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
any year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

«%* * * (6), Another * * * source of income will.be found, it is presumed, 
in annual contributions to be made by ail the congregations in the Diocese, on 
some day previously notified. . 

‘‘With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the trustees. 
* * * Tn regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest : 
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lations as have since been adopted by this Convention, or as said 
Trustees, with the approbation of said Convention, shall from time 
to time adopt. © 

2d: As to the funds for the widows and children of clergymen, 
and for facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen, to 
apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886, and subject also to such further rules and regu- 
Jations as said Trustees, with the approbation of this Convention shall 
from time to time adopt. 


Src. 5. A collection shall be made annually in every congregation 
in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on the Sunday 
next before or next following. 

This collection and all other contributions and donations to these 
objects shall be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of 
Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in the 
absence of the special designation of one or other of the three funds, 
be apportioned equally among the said threefunds. The annual col- 
jection herein provided for shall, however, be divided equally between 
the fund for the widows and children of clergymen and the fund for 
facilitating the effecting of life insurance by clergymen. The Treas- 
urer shall keep a separate account of each of the said three funds, 
and all moneys not wanted for current use shall be invested and held 
in trust by the said Trustees. | 


Sc. 6. The said Trustees shall elect their own Chairman, Treas- 
urer and Secretary. 


‘‘1. That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are actu- 
ally straitened, and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 

**2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes 
the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or 
infirm to continue his ministry ; and should therefore be confined, in the case 
of parish clergymen, to cases in which the parish has signified, through the 
Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provision to an adequate 
extent. 

‘3. It should not be extended toclergymen who have near relatives in afflu- 
ent circumstances, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such relatives are 
unwilling to discharge the duty of providing for those of their own household. 

‘“‘4. In deciding between conflicting claims, preference should be given 
ceteris paribus to those who have been longest employed within the Diocese 
in ministerial duty.” 
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- They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Convention 
of the Diocese whenever called for. 


Sec. 7. The three Trustees elected at the Convention of 1886 
as Trustees of the Fund now provided for the relief of Aged and In- 
firm Clergymen shall receive and hold all undesignated donations, 
all legacies under wills executed after October Ist, 1886, and all un- 
designated sums received from the Thanksgiving collections of 1886 
and subsequent years, as a special deposit until such time as the first 
six sections of this Canon shall take effect (as provided in the next 
section), and thereupon they shall pay over all:moneys so received 
to the Trustees, who shall be the Trustees under Section 1 of this 
Canon. 


See. 8. Section 7 of this Canon shall take effect immediately, 
and for this purpose so much of the former Canon XVI. as appro- 
priates the Thanksgiving collections to tne relief of Aged and In- | 
firm Clergymen is hereby repealed. The first six sections of this 
Canon shall not take effect until such time as the Trustees of the 
present fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen shall have obtained 
such amendments to the Charter of the existing corporation as will 
enable the said corporation to hold the additional funds established 
by this Canon. 3 | 

Until such time the former Canon XVI. (except as herein above 
repealed) shall remain in full force and effect, and from and after 
such time the said former Canon XVI. shall be repealed. 


CANON XIX. 
Of the Trial of a Clergyman not being a Bishop. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shail become “liable to presentment and trial,” under the 
provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, the 
_mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz.: 

Szc. 1. The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, 
place and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which the accused isa Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
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mentioned. Whenever from public rumor, or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the im- 
putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct, for 
which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case; a 
majority of whom may make such examination ; and if there is in 
their opinion sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the 
Clergyman accordingly. 


Src. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 


above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do, and some of which do not consti- 
tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 


he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in 


whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
the accused, and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese entitled to seats in the Convention, and not being par ties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused ; who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them, and notify their names in writing to the Bishop ; and if he 
shall not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to. 
adjourn from time to time, and from place to place (but always 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. 


Sec. 3, A written notice of the time att place of their first 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting on 
the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. , 


Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then 
_ those who do attend may adjourn from timé to time; and if, after 


one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that 


the whole number will attend within a reasonable time, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the Board, 
and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall decide all 
questions, 
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Sec. 5. Ifa Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them before 
the appointment of a Board for his trial, as before mentioned, he 
shall be considered as denying them. 


Seo. 6. Ifa Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shall not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for his trial, 
the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, unless for 
good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


Sxo. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to 
writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, 
authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment. If 
on or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of the 
charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense with 
hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state their 
opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be pro- 
nounced. | 


Sec. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, and 
it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any material wit- 
nesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint a 
Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness, Such Com- 
missary may be either a Clergymen or a Layman, and the party so 
applying shall give to the other at least s¢a days’ notice of the time 
and place of taking the testimony. And if the person on whom the 
notice shall be served shall reside more than forty miles from the 
place of examination, an additional day’s notice shall be given for 
every additional twenty miles of the said distance. And both par- 
ties may attend and examine the witness, and the questions and 
answers shall be reduced to writing, and signed by the witness, and 
shall be certified by the Commissary, and inclosed under his seal, and 
transmitted to the Board, and shall be received by them as evidence: ' 
A witness examined before such Commissary may be sworn or 
affirmed in manner aforesaid. pieaa st: 


Sec. 9. The Board having deliberately considered the evidence, 
shall declare in a writing signed by them, or a majority of them, 
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their decision on the charges contained in the presentment, distinctly 
stating whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of such charges 
respectively, and also stating the sentence which in their opinion 
should be pronounced ; and a copy of such decision shall be, without 
delay, communicated to the accused; and the original decision, 
together with the evidence, shall be delivered to the Bishop, who 
shall pronounce such canonical sentence as shall appear to him to be 
proper, provided the same shall not exceed in severity the sentence 
recommended by the Board ; and such sentence shall be final. Before ~ 
pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop shall summon the accused and 
any three or more of the Clergy to meet him at such time as may in 
his opinion be most convenient, in some Church to be designated by 
him, which shall for that purpose be open at the time to all per- 
sons who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and there 
be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, :f he shall 
be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new trial to the 
accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall be appointed, 
the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as before men- 
tioned. 


Sec. 10. All notices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the — 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the facts: 
shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. A written notice or 
paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Suc. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 

CANON XX. 
Of the Trial of a Bishop. ¢

CANON XXI. 
Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. ' 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons, shall here- 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one day’s previ- 
ous notice be given thereof in open Convention; nor, unless by 
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unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have been 
referred to, and reported upon, by a Committee of at least two Pres- 
byters and two Laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be 
adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes of 
both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein; butin such 
case, the same (unless negatived by a majority of the members pres- 
ent) shall lie over for consideration until the next annual meeting 
of the Convention. 


CANON XXII 
Repealing Former Canons. 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. 
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RULES OF ORDER. 


I. Every Convention shall be preceded by the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and the Annual Address of the Bishop, or a Sermon, as the Bishop shall 
appoint ; after which, the Bishop taking the Chair, the order of Progen shall 
be as follows - 


1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direc- 
tion of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the clergy entitled 
to seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 9. The President shall then 
appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the Creden- 
tials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business, 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4. Reading of the Rules or Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall have 
power to appoint two Assistant Secretaries, 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 


(1.) On the incorporation and admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the session of the Convention, in order. — 

(2.) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. 

(3.) Ou the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4.) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three Lay- 
men, 

(5.) On Canons, at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. 


7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections : one Clergyman and one Lay- 
man for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the Lay 
Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies 
to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The Receiving and Referring, when necessary, of Reports, other than 
tose of Special Committees, which may have been handed in to the Secretary. 

9. Miscellaneous business. 
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IT. On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, shall 
be : 


. Reading and approving of the Minutes, 

. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not recut before. 

. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 

. Admission of Parishes into union with the Convention. 

. Reception of the Clergy and Lay Delegates of the same. 

. Annual Address of the Bishop, unless he should prefer another time for 
its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order. 

7. The election of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provisional 
Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The appointment of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen, and supplying vacancies, if any, in the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fund. 

9. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed to that 
officer. / 

10. Report of the New York Protestant Episcopal Mission Society. 

11. Report of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

12. Report of Society for Promoting Religion and Learning. 

18. Report of Trustees af the Episcopal Fund. 

14. Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 

15. Report of the Standing Committee on the Treusurer’s Report.

. Reports not presented the preceding day, in order.

IV. If the prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached on the preceding day, and in the order for that 
day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscellaneous business. 


V. If the President ez officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair; and in such case, im- 
mediately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected, 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 


VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’ 3 as 
ceedings shall be read and approved. 
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VII. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong- 
ing in this Diocese, but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 


VIII. The hours of eavh day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 1 P.M., and - 
from 2 to 5 p.M., and, when ordered by the Convention, from 7} to 10 P.M. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled 
to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled, to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the v tes, and, as soon as practicable, to canvass 
the same, and report the result thereof to the Convention. If on any such 
report it should appear that no valid election has been made in. respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
of filling those which may remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 
tion of the Convention. 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely a certain time—to commit it—vr to amend it; 
which motion shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved ”’ shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalens to a rejection of the resolution. 


XII, All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made ; no after-amendment to such second amendment 
shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under consid- 
eration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No proposition on 
a subject different from that under consideration shall be received under color 
of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
minutes. 


AVI toe question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately. 
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XVII. No member may speak more than twice on the same question with- 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or fer other cause. 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the minutes. 


XXI. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first 
decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on 
the minuies, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President, or by another 
member, he sball immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in tle first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Con- 
vention. 


XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor shall 
any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present ; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s previous 
notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer.
